Henry G. Morris, who was Act- 
ing Circuit Attorney last week, to- 
day assumed responsibility for re- 
fusing to permit the filing of three 
indictments voted by the February 
term grand jury but not returned 
to court, e 

In a formal statement Morris 
said he did this because it was 
his opinion that the evidence 
would not support the indictments. 
No valid indictment can be _ re- 
turned without the signature of 
the Circuit Attorney and, Morris 


said, that officer is not limited, 
in passing on the question of prob- 
ability of guilt, to the judgment ex- 
pressed by a grand jury. 

Morris, now First Assistant Cir- 
cuit Attorney since the return this 
week of Lieut. Com. Thomas C. 
Hennings Jr. after he was relieved 
from active duty with the Navy, 
said he had not turn up the three 
“indictments,” because he had not 
drawn up these “indictments.” 


On Prosecutor's Powers. 


After reviewing the law relating 
to indictments and grand juries, 
Morris’ statement continued: 

“The Circuit Attorney and his 
assistants are directed by law to 
manage and control all criminal 
cases, businesses and proceedings 
of which the Circuit Court shall 
have jurisdiction. He is empow- 
ered to institute proceedings for 
violation of the law. By the same 
token, he is the officer to deter- 
mine in each case whether any set 
of facts falls within the purview of 
a criminal statute, or whether the 
statute of limitations has run, or 
whether after prosecution has been 
instituted the charge should be 
dismissed and the information or 
indictment nolle prossed. 

-“All prosecutions, if he chose, 
could be by information without 
the aid of a grand jury, and by 
the same token, if a grand jury 
refused to vote an indictment, the 
Circuit Attorney could present it 
te another grand jury, or file a 
“eziminal information in that be- 
half, thus demonstrating the pros- 
ecuting official is not restricted or 
limited to the judgment expressed 
by a grand jury in passing on the 


12 MILLION NEW TIRES 
FOR PASSENGER AUTOS 
THIS YEAR, JEFFERS SAYS 


WASHINGTON, April 8 (AP) 


UBBER DIRECTOR WIL 
LIAM M, JEFFERS said to- 
day 12 million new passen- 
ger car tires would be available 
for distribution this year as 
compared with 3,474,000 in 1942. 

He told a Senate small busi- 
ness subcommittee that seven 
million new passenger tires al- 
ready are on hand and that the 
other five million would be man- 
ufactured from synthetic rubber 
“and otherwise.” In addition, 
he said, 6,300,000 new truck tires 
will be distributed, compared 
with 3,525,000 in 1942. There 
are 1,800,000 new truck tires on 
hand now, he added. 

“The truck tire situation is 
going to be close,” he testified, 
“because we haven't developed 
synthetic rubber to the extent 
that it is capable of heavy truck 
or bus duty. And we have to 
protect the dwindling supply of 
crude rubber.”

The little store near the corner 
where the youngsters used to buy 
candy bars and ice cream on sticks 


is on the way out because of war- 
time conditions, Mrs. Nettie Meyer, 
secretary of the Delicatessen and 
Confectionery Merchants’ Associa- 
tion, Inc., said today. 

Mrs. Mever estimated that since 
the first of the year about 60 of 
nearly 300 members of the asso- 
ciation have gone out of business 
and said she didn’t see how very 
many of the remainder could sur- 
vive the war. 

“Most of these are little shops 
operated by elderly couples who 
couldn’t make a living in any 
other way,” she said. “Since they 
operate on such a small scale they 
find it difficult to get deliveries. 
The rationing program was s0 
confusing to some of them they 
just got scared and closed up. I 
don’t know what they will do.” 

Mrs. Meyer said the small deli- 
catessens find it difficult to stock 
such things as sausage since point 
rationing, as customers prefer to 
shop where they can get a better 
selection for their meat coupons.

NEW YORK, April 8 (AP).— 
Gov. John W. Bricker of Ohio, 
who has been mentioned as a pos- 
sible Republican presidential can- 
didate in 1944, told the Academy 
of Political Science f&st night that 
the United States stood “at the 
parting of the way.” 

“There are two roads we can 
take,” he said. “One has the mile 
posts we have passed for three 
centuries. It is a hard road. It 


is a road over the mountains, 
through the forests, and across the 
swamps. The road has been built 
by private enterprise, individual 
initiative, creative genius, the re- 
ward for which is self-reliance and 
independence.” 
Other “An Easy Road.” 

The other way, he said, “is an 
easy road.” 

“Along this way are false prom- 
ises of the demnagogues and dream- 
ing politicians, of ease and rest 
and Elysian fields, bidding one al- 
ways to stop and rest. The trav- 
elers are encouraged to spend and 
never to save. They are told they 
will be taken care of by their gov- 
ernment. At the end of this road 
is the empty shell of what was 
once a glorious nation.” 

Bricker said he had “no patience 
as a public official or a citizen 
for those who contend we must 
go either to the Right or to the 
Left.” 

“America must go forward,” he 
asserted. “We are not going back 
to the so-called good old days, be- 
cause we can go ahead to better 
days. We can preserve private 
enterprise and prevent the illg that 
have attended it. We can help the 
needy without perpetuating the 
cause of poverty and we can live 
in peace or war without destroy- 
ing the republic.” 

Discussed Food Parley. 

Bricker said the people of the 
United States were entitled to 
know what happened at any inter- 
national conference on food distri- 
bution. He said Americans were 
“willing to sacrifice to win the 
war” but “if any public official or 
greup of public officials attempts 
to deceive them, woe unto them on 
eiection day.” 

“We will cut our rations of food 
that the soldiers of the army of 
righteousness throughout the 
world may eat and fight, and that 
other people may not starve,” he 
said, “but the people who are 
growing food and sacrificing from 
their own table are_ entitled to 
know the plans of our nation in 
distributing this food throughout 
the world. 

“Any conference of the nations 
of the earth planning for distribu- 
tion of the produce of American 
toil ought to be open to the public 
at all times.” 

To be Open to Press. 

President Roosevelt told a press 
conference on March 19 that he 
hoped reporters would not be al- 
lowed to cover -a_ forthcoming 
United Nations food conference in 
the United States because he was 
looking for efficiency. Elmer 
Davis, director of War Informa- 
tion, said yesterday, however, the 
conference would be open to the 
press except for committee ses- 
sions. 

Bricker said he 
by this decision.

NEWARK, N. J., April 8 (AP). 
—Under a Federal Court decree 
filed -yesterday, all gasoline manu- 
facturers will be permitted to make 


a super-fuel which the Standard 
Oil Co. of New Jersey has an- 
nounced can deliver 40 miles to the 


gallon in postwar automobiles. 
Thirty-three giant production

One unit was formally placed 
in operation at Standard Oil's Bay-

It is a six million dollar 
fluid catalytic plant, a maze of 
pipes towering 20 stories into the 
air but requiring only nine men 
to operate it. 

At present the plants are pro- 
ducing basic ingredients for 100- 
octane aviation gasoline, synthetic 
rubber and TNT, which goes into 
high-explosive shells. 

When the plants turn to peace- 
time fuels, automobile engines 
must be redesigned to use them, 
Standard said. The new motors 
can be smaller and lighter, but

You can’t put ration stamps on the 
door step for the milkman who 
leaves butter.

In South, Eighth Army 
Moves North 15 Miles 
From Akarit Line—Re- 


treating Enemy Pounde 
ed From Air.

ALLIED HEADQUARTERS IN 
NORTH AFRICA, April 8 (AP).— 
The British First Army gained 
four or five miles by a surprise 
attack in the Medjez-el-Bab bulge 
area yesterday as the Second 
United States Army Corps and the 
British Eighth Army united in a 
relentless pursuit of the enemy in 
the south, it wag announced today. 

The First Army’s advance in the 
northern sector carried its van- 
guards to within less than 27 air- 
line miles of Tunis, Nazi-held 
capital of the French protectorate. 

It was announced officially to- 
night that the Eighth Army had 
advanced 15 miles beyond the cap- 
tured Wadi el Akarit line. This 
would place the army 50 miles 
from Sfax. 

(An Algiers radio broadcast 
said the Eighth Army was report- 
ed continuing its sweep north and 
“all enemy attempts to stop the 
advance have failed completely.”) 


Central Front. 

The: only report from Allied 
sources of activity on the central 
front was contained in a French 
communique which said, “Our pa- 
trols and artillery were particularly 
successful, in co-operation with Al- 
lied troops.” 

More prisoners were rounded up 
in both northern and southern sec- 
tors and Field Marshal Erwin 
Rommel’s positions again were 
blasted and shot up by Allied aer- 
ial squadrons. 

The American forces of Lieut, 
Gen. George S. Patton Jr. and Gen. 
Sir Bernard L. Montgomery's 
Eighth Army collaborated like two 
woodsmen at the ends of a cross- 
cut saw to rip Rommel’s rear 
guards from their positions. 


Rommel’s Withdrawal. 


A communique disclosed that the 
Eighth Army, after smashing the 
Wadi el Akarit position 20 miles 
north of Gabes at dawn Tuesday, 
repulsed determined enemy coun- 
terattacks in heavy fighting that 
afternoon. 

Rommel apparently then aban- 
doned all hope of holding out in 
that area and, realizing that his 
big armored formations in front of 
the Americans along the Gafsa- 
Gabes road were in an untenable 
position, began a withdrawal un- 
der the cover of darkness Tuesday 
night. In daylight the enemy used 
smokescreens to hide hig tanks 
from Allied planes, 

Patton’s Americans immediately 
pushed ahead, clearing up pockets 
of resistance which Rommel had 
left behind and clashing at times 
with the withdrawing armor itself 
to attain a point 25 to 30 miles 
east of El Guetar, 

It was at this point that the

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HITLER- MUSSOLINI

Meeting Probably at Bren- 
ner Pass—Germans Said 
to Be Considering New 
Restricted Zone in East 
France. 


BERN, April 8 (AP).—A confer- 
ence between Adolf Hitler and 
Premier Mussolini on what steps to 
take for the defense of Europe 
against invasion was reported from 
informed circles in Rome last 
night. It was said the meeting 
probably took place in the ‘Bren- 
ner Pass. 

The report said the two Axis 
leaders surveyed the entire prob- 
lem of strategic defenses for the 
Continent, although Mussolini now 
is concerned primarily with Italian 
defenses menaced by Allied suc- 
cesses in Tunisia. They were be- 
lieved to have their principal ad- 
visers with them. 

(A Transocean news agency dis- 
patch broadcast by the German ra- 
dio said official quarters in Ber- 
lin refused to comment on foreign 
press reports of the meeting, add- 
ing that “in the past meetings or 
conferences of Axis statesmen have 
always been announced only after 
their termination.”) 

A Lyon dispatch to the Tribune 
de Geneve said German occupa- 
tion authorities were considering 
establishment of a special zone in 
Eastern France, running north- 
ward from the Mediterranean and 
embracing the entire length of the 
Italian and Swiss frontiers. 

The new demarcation line, the 
dispatch said, would run west from 
the Swiss border through the 
Province of Ain to the east side 
of the Rhone River, then south to 
the Mediterranean. This would pro- 
vide a corridor from Italy and the 
Mediterranean directly into Ger- 
many. 

It is rumored, the dispatch said, 
that the area may be designated a 
forbidden zone similar to those the 
Nazis have established along the 
coast of the northern zone, or a 
reserved zone similar to the Pyre- 
mees district between France and 
Spain, which can be entered and 
left only by proving residence 
there. The new zone restrictions 
probably will go into effect April 
15, the dispatch said. 


8000 Seized in Norway Pre-Invasion 
Roundup, Sweden Hears. 

STOCKHOLM, April 8 (AP).— 
Apparently preparing for a possible 
Allied invasion, the Gestapo has 
stepped up efforts to round up 
underground forces in Norway and 
now has about 8000 persons under 
arrest, responsible Norwegian 
sources reported yesterday. 

An underground agent who 
escaped recently into Sweden said 
“some of our best men” had been 
captured. 

Norway's industrial area of 
Rjukan, where sabotage has been 
prevalent, is under virtual martial 
law, the Norwegian sources said, 
and in the coastal city of Bergen 
200 have been arrested. 

Germany is reported to have 
300,000 men stationed in Norway 
with crack Marine outfits operat- 
ing the coast defenses. Extensive 
Nazi air bases, heavy concentra- 
tions of naval strength, and a net- 
work of coastal defense guns are 
reported along the west coast. 

Reports reaching Stockholm said 
Nazi rifle clubs had appealed to 
all Germans not enlisted in the 
armed forces to engage in shoot- 
ing drills, apparently as a first step 
in formation of an unofficial home 
guard such as Britain formed 
when its fortunes were at the low- 
est point of the war. 

New Axis Defense Preparations in 
Bulgaria Reported. 

ANKARA, April 7 (Delayed) 
(AP).—The arrival of new units of 
German troops in the Bulgarian 
towns of Ruschuk, Varna and Ka- 
valla was reported here today from 
Balkan sources. 

The Bulgarians themselves were 
reported to be reinforcing Aegean 
area garrisons with cavalry troops 
and building antitank obstacles 
along the Bulgarian-occupied coast- 
line. 4 


It was said, too, that a Greek 
coastal guard had been placed un- 
der the Italian fleet command, 
which in turn operates in Greece 
under the direction of a German 
naval officer.

EDEN TEXT: ‘TRIP TO U.S. MOST WORTHWHILE OF MY CAREER’ 


LONDON, April 8 (AP). 
PARTIAL text of Foreign Sec- 
A retary Anthony Eden's report 
today to the House of Com- 
mons following his return from 
the United States and Canada fol- 
lows: 

I take this opportunity to make 
to the House a brief report of the 
visit which I have made to the 
United States at the invitation of 
the United States Government and 
to Canada on the invitation of the 
Canadian Government. I need 
hardly tell the House that I was 
very glad to accept both invita- 
tions. 

More than a year ago it fell to 
my lot to pay a visit to Moscow, 
where I had conversations about 
political questions, both present 
and future, with Mr. Stalin and 
Mr. Molotov. 

I therefore welcomed all the 
more cordially this opportunity to 
have similar discussions with the 
United States. The House may 
perhaps have noticed that the 
terms of the communique issued 
on my arrival were very wide. I 
can assure the House that the dis- 
cussions were equally wide in 
scope. I can assure them, too, 
that nothing could have exceeded 
the cordiality shown by everyone 
in the United States and in Can- 
ada to their British visitor. 

The President himself was very 
liberal in the time that he gave 
to me. I had repeated conferences 
with him, both alone and in com- 
pany with advisers. I was, dur- 
ing the latter part of my stay in 
Washington, his guest at the 
White House. 

Mr, Cordell Hull equally ex- 
tended to me the most generous 
welcome and he instructed hig de- 
partment to place itself during the 
period of our visit entirely at the 
disposal] of myself and my col- 
leagues of the Foreign Office, a 
gesture which was deeply appre- 
ciated and of which we made the 
fullest use. 


Invitation to Hull 

To Visit England. 

It would be appropriate if I 
were to tell the House at this point 
that, with full approval of the 
Prime Minister, I extended while 
I was in Washington an invitation 
to the American Secretary of State 
to come and pay to us a visit in 
this country at any time con- 
venient to him during the course 
of this summer (cheers). I am 
sure the House will indorse me 
when I say he will have the most 
cordial welcome both on his own 
account and on account of the 
great country he represents. 

I had also the advantage of 
meeting the Vice President, Mr. 
Wallace, and I think every mem- 
ber of the cabinet of the United 
States. 

But there was one particular op- 
portunity I had of which I must 
give a special account to this 
House, because it was of a parlia- 
mentary character. 

Thanks to the chairman of the 
Foreign Relations Committee of 
the Senate, Mr. Connally, and the 
chairman of the Foreign Relations 
Committee of the House of Repre- 
sentatives, Mr. Sol Bloom, I was 
able to have informal discussions 


tees drawn from both parties in 
the two houses of Congress. The 
House is aware of the important 
part these committees play in the 
national life and politics of the 
United States. That for me was a 
most valuable experience. We ex- 
changed views very freely off the 
record. To me it was a very great 
advantage and I hope it was per- 
haps just a little bit to theirs, too. 
Exchanges were frank and ranged 
over every topic and every view. 
During a brief interval at a 
week end I spent a little time in 
New York, where I was able to 
meet other prominent political fig- 
ures, such as Mr. Hoover, Mr. La- 
Guardia and Mr. Willkie, and also 
many writers to the press and 
commentators on the air, for 
whose courtesy to me I must ex- 
press my thanks. Thus I think 
the House will see I had a pretty 
wide opportunity of gauging and 
trying to understand the trend of 
opinion in the United States at 
this time. 
Conversations Under 


Three Classifications. 

The conversations in which I 
engaged fall primarily under three 
chapter headings. First was what 
I may call operational matters — 


NAZI AIR POWER STRAINED 
TO UTMOST, BIG RESERVE 
UNLIKELY---ELMER DAVIS 


WASHINGTON, April 8 (AP). 

AILING Axis air strength 
F in Tunisia indicates the 

German Luftwaffe is 
strained to its utmost, Director 
Elmer Davis of the Office of 
War Information said yester- 
day. 

“When we are able to use 
Flying Fortresses in blocks of 
about 100 in two different parts 
of Europe in one day, it is cer- 
tain that American aircraft 
construction is really being 
felt,” Davis told reporters. “The 
Germans know, too, that this 
is just a start and nothing to 
what they can anticipate from 
now on, 

“It appears that if the Ger- 
mans had more (air power) 
they would use it. 

“We hear stories that they 
are holding a tremendous re- 
serve back, but I think this is 
very doubtful. It seems certain 
that if they had it they would 
use it in Tunisia, where they 
have been taking quite an air 
beating.” 

Davis attributed dwindling 
Axis air strength to a combina- 
tion of factors, including bomb 
damage to aircraft plants, 
scarcity of material, disruption 
of transportation in the Reich 
and occupied countries by Al- 
lied air attack, and dispropor- 
tionately heavy aircraft losses 
in combat zones.

that is to say, immediate questions 
concerned with the conduct of the 
war of a type and character which 
do not normally fall under the 
aegis of the Foreign Office. 

Those were the type of ques- 
tions which arise always in time of 
war between allies engaged in a 
common struggle. A visit by a 
member of the war cabinet pro- 
vides an opportunity to regulate 
or make progress with them. 

These questions quite evidently 
are not such as I can describe or 
present to the House at the pres- 
ent time. I can only say that on 
these subjects both of us—and I 
think the Prime Minister—were 
satisfied with the progress that 
was made. 

The second chapter heading was 
the question of political co-opera- 
tion between us in connection with 
actual military operations that 
have taken place or that will take 
place. 

It is obvious that as the war pro- 
gresses it becomes more and more 
important that there should be 
co-ordination in the _ political 
sphere, as in the military sphere, 
and in some respects may I say it 
is more difficult to obtain, be- 
cause you may be faced with polit- 
ical developments as a result of 
military action which no man can 
foresee. 

It remains, too, that, if we can 
get this close political co-ordina- 
tion; if we have a close under- 
standing, at least we are better 
able to stand the strain and 
stresses that will inevitably arise 
as military campaigns progress. 
That is what we sought to do. 

I would like to give one example, 
which I think may interest the 
House, of the difficulties. 

I take North Africa. 

There is no doubt that it is felt 
in the United States that there has 
been some misunderstanding in 
this country of the purposes the 
United States Administration had 
in mind in maintaining relations 
with Vichy. 


No Special American 
Tenderness for Vichy. 


I can assure the House that their 
motives for doing that were not. 
special tenderness for Vichy, but 
because they thought, and we 
agreed with them, that, by main- 
taining relations with Vichy it was 
possible to keep open a useful win- 
dow on Europe which must other- 
wise be shut, and I have no 
doubt that we were right and they 
were right. It was only through 
maintenance of those _ relations 
that the American government 
was able to place a considerable 
number of agents in North Africa 
who were quite valuable in open- 
ing the way for Allied troops. 

It was quite clear to me that 
many in the United States felt 
we have not understood the mo- 
tives that prompted their action 
and that we attributed to them 
a tenderness for Vichy, for Petain, 
Laval or the rest of them which 
they did not feel. I mention that 
just to show it is a kind of topic 
which should be talked out be- 
tween the two countries. 

At any rate, we did talk it out, 
and I am satisfied that as regards 
future policy towards France 
there is complete agreement be- 
tween us, We naturally wanted 
to see all sections in France pre- 
pared to fight the common enemy 
united together. 

We examined our common policy 
in respect of Spain, Portugal, Tur- 
key and the other remaining neu- 
trals of Europe and agreed on our 
policy in all respects in regard 
to those countries. 

We examined conditions in 
other parts of Europe, both enemy 
Europe and enemy-occupied coun- 
tries. We agreed that our com- 
mon policy would be strengthened 
by the freest exchange of our 
knowledge of what was going on 
in those countries and our inter- 
pretation of the information that 
came to us, and we have certain 
plans which are being elaborated 
for trying to improve the exchange 
of information between us on 
those heads. 


One Policy Toward 


Occupied Countries. 

As regards occupied countries, 
there is only one policy which 
we and the United States Govern- 
ment are pursuing—to do all in 
our power to restore them their 
full liberty at the earliest possible 
moment.” 

(Eden added that other ques- 
tions arising out of the war cov- 
ered the widest range and in- 
cluded such questions as practical 
problems which will arise on the 
surrender of the enemy, tasks that 
will face the United States, Brit- 
ish, Soviet, Chinese and other 
United Nations governments to 
safeguard the world against fu- 
ture aggression.) 

As the President has made plain 
in his public statement, on all 
these topics we found a very close 
similarity of outlook. Admittedly 
these exchanges were entirely ex- 
ploratory in character and com- 
mitted neither the American Gov- 
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ernment nor ourselves; nor could 
ments have to be consulted and 
exchanges take place. The last 
thing we wanted was to bind our 
allies to hard and fast rules, That 
never was in our minds, 

I do come back greatly encour- 
aged by the large measure of gen- 
eral agreement which we found 
and I am certain that that will be 
of great value to us in further ex- 
changes we shall have, both with 
the United States and with other 
governments who are our allies. 


Common Interests as 


Basis of Relations. 


Perhaps I may be allowed here 
one observation on the nature of 
our relations generally with the 
Government and people of the 
United States. I think it is a mis- 
take to try to base these relations 
mainly upon sentiment. We may 
not always like each other very 
much. I think it is also a mistake 
to try to base them on common 
origins or common parentage or 
even common language, because 
there will be occasions when we 
differ one from another, and I 
think it is desirable to base them 
on their true foundation, which is 
a common interest in maintenance 
of world peace and in preventing 
repetition of these catastrophic 
world conflicts every 20 years. 

If we keep to that foundation, 
we shall be*in less danger of the 
ups and downs we have sometimes 
seen in Anglo-American relations. 
I believe that definition to be true, 
profoundly true, and well under- 
stood on both sides the Atlantic 
at the present time. 

We here recognize the need for 
some authority to insure by force 
they do so, because other govern- 
that neither Germany, Italy nor 
Japan shall be able to repeat their 
aggression. I believe the American 
people to share that view, and if it 
is to be effective then all peace- 
loving nations have to contribute 
their part, too. 

In the last 30 years we have 
spent eight of them in this coun- 
try at war with Germany, and no 
one can yet say when will be the 
end of the present struggle. 


No Trusting to Luck 


After War Is Over. 

Therefore, I reported to the 
United States that if I could judge 
the temper of the people here 
aright there was no disposition 
when the war is over to trust to 
luck and hope for the best. I have 
found exactly the same in the 
United States, and therefore I say, 
while it would be the height of un- 
wisdom to cease to concentrate our 
thought and effort on the main 
task of winning the war, while it 
would be a mistake to distract our- 
selves with many prolonged public 
debates on postwar problems, at 
the same time it is necessary that 
the governments of the countries 
principally concerned shall begin 
now to make certain preparations 
so that they will not be completely 
unready when the moment comes. 

It seems to me that the aim was 
well expressed by Mr. Sumner 
Welles a little time ago when he 
said “We cannot afford to permit 
basic issues by which the destiny 
of humanity will be determined to 
be resolved without prior agree- 
ment by a group of harassed states- 
men working against time.” Our 
conversations in Washington in- 
tended to safeguard against just 
that tendency. They constitute the 
beginning. A start has been made 
in the best tradition, and I claim 
no more for them than that. They 
will be followed up. 

(Eden said the chief public occa- 
sion attended was a session of the 
Maryland Legislature, and after his 
speech, he said, “the legislators 
were good enough to pass a resolu- 
tion in the most generous terms to 
the people of this country.” He 
read part of it.) 

I think this is a very generous 
message. I wish time allowed me 
to read others. 

For two or three days I was for- 
tunate enough to go down into the 
deep South in the company of Gen. 
Marshall, the much-esteemed chief 
of staff of the American forces, 
and there I saw a very large num- 
ber of camps containing, most of 
them, tens of thousands of airmen 
and soldiers. 

I was deeply impressed at what 
I saw and with the spirit of these 
young men. Their equipment and 
accommodation were, of course, 
first class—that one expects of the 
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United States—and it was a pleas- 
ing experience to see Sherman 
tanks firing, even if it was only 
at bits of wood. 

What was remarkable was the 
spirit of these men, I am con- 
vinced that nowhere in the world 
is there a finer reservoir of first- 
class material than among those 
troops and airmen of the U. 8S. A. 

One final experience—for a day 
I was able to see something of the 
American naval forces and also 
of their bases in the company of 
an old and valued friend of Anglo- 
American relations, Mr. Knox, and 
there I had an experienee, which 
was especially stimulating, which 
was to see one of our greatest 
battleships which was being re- 
paired in American yards and now 
almost completed, to see her crew 
and learn from them first hand 
how splendid during many months 
had been their relations and 
friendship with their comrades in 
the United States, which should 
be of immense value in future, 
both here and in America, in pro- 
moting understanding between our 
two services. 

My closing impression of the 
United States was one of a young 
and vigorous people whole-heart- 
edly in the struggle, determined 
to work together with the other 
United Nations in war and in 
peace. 


Crowded 3-Day 
Visit to Canada. 


Now I want to travel to Canada, 
where I spent three days in Ot- 
tawa at the invitation of the Prime 
Minister. They were very crowded 
days. I had the opportunity of 
meeting those responsible for 
Canada’s truly amazing war ef- 
fort. 

I had two meetings with the 
War Committee, which corresponds 
roughly to our War Cabinet here 
at home. I told them of my talks 
in Washington, and we exchanged 
views on many matters of common 
interest between us. 

Then I addressed a joint session 
of the Canadian Parliament, mem- 
bers of the Senate and members of 
the House of Commons, and there 
I regret I have to report that un- 
wittingly I committed a _ gross 
breach of censorship rules. [I in- 
formed the Canadian Parliament 
that we now were meeting in an- 
other place, but I did go on to as- 
sure them that we were doing s0 
in excellent spirits despite the ac- 
tion of the enemy and the august 
nature of our new surroundings. 

I would like once again to say 
here that we should pay our trib- 
ute to Canada’s record of achieve- 
ment. I came away with the im- 
pression of a great people, stead- 
fast and loyal in struggle, proud 


to be a member of the British 
commonwealth of nations and 
proud, too, of its splendid loyalty 
in our darkest hour. 

I am the bearer of a message 
of goodwill from the Canadian 
Parliament which I would like to 
read to the House, 

(Eden then read a passage from 
Prime Minister W. L. Mackenzie 
King’s speech expressing devotion 
to the King and Queen, best wishes 
to Prime Minister Churchill, and 
asking Eden to tell the people of 
Britain that Canade was “heart 
and soul with them in this strug- 
gie.’’) 


‘Most Worthwhile 


Mission of Career.’ 

In my time it has fallen to my 
lot to visit many foreign capitals 
on a variety of missions. It al- 
ways is difficult to assess the val- 
ue of such visits. There always are 
imponderable, incalculable factors 
which it ts difficult to estimate at 
the time. 

I can only say sincerely to the 
House that I feel convinced my- 
self that no mission with which 
I ever have been charged has been 
so fundamentally worthwhile as 
this. I have come back, I say 
frankly, with a different view of 
the sentiments of the United 
States towards both this struggle 
and the postwar period. 

I believe the opportunities that 
are opening to us, great as are the 
difficulties, are wider in scope 
than I thought possible. If, as a 
result of these conversations, to a 
small extent I have been able to 
make a contribution to Anglo 
American relations, I shall feel 
that nothing could have been more 
worth while. 


LEHMAN ARRIVES IN LONDON 
ON FOREIGN RELIEF MISSION 


LONDON, April 8 (AP).—The 
United States Embassy announced 
that former Gov, Herbert H. Leh- 
man of New York, U. S. director 
of Foreign Relief and Rehabilita- 
tion, had arrived in London to- 
night. 

Lehman conferred at Lisbon for 
several hours last night with Bert 
Fish, American Ambassador to 
Portugal. 

Lehman is in Britain to explore 
relief needs of areas already lib- 
erated from the Axis and to ob- 
tain information developed here by 
representatives of the United Na- 
tions in relief matters. He said 
he did not intend to carry on nego- 
tiations for a joint United Nations 
approach to relief and rehabilita- 
tion, “since any negotiations will 
be conducted in Washington by 


Secretary Hull.” 


STIMSON INDICATES BATTLE 
DELAYED FRENCH PARLEY 


Secretary Says Eisenhower Was Surprised 
Because Political Leaders Failed to Real- 
ize Meeting Was Impractical. 


WASHINGTON, April 8 (AP).— 
Secretary of War Stimson indi- 
cated today that postponement of 
the scheduled meeting between 
Gen. Charles de Gaulle and Gen. 
Honore Giraud in North Africa 
was decided on by Allied military 
and civilian leaders because of the 
immediate military operations in 
Tunisia. 

Asked at his press conference 
if he could shed any light on why 
Gen. Dwight D. Eisenhower, Al- 
lied commander in North Africa, 
should express surprise at de 
Gaulle’s announcement in Londoh 
that the meeting was postponed, 
Stimson replied, “I believe that 
Gen, Eisenhower's surprise was 
occasioned by the failure of this 
French political group to realize 
that the meeting was impracticable 
at the height of battle.” 

“At the moment of this incident,” 
Stimson added, “I happen to know 
that Gen. Eisenhower was not even 
at his headquartets in Algiers, but 
out on the front, visiting and con- 


sulting with the various command-,. 


ers. 

“I believe it is evident to all of 
us that until the issue is decided 
in Tunisia, the undivided strength 
of the Allies, including the French 
of all factions, should be concen- 
trated on military aims. To inter- 
ject political conferences would be 
most unwise.” 

Stimson added that Hisenhower’s 
message to De Gaulle postponing 
the meeting wag preceded by an 
explanation of the situation and 
the statement that Eisenhower had 
no wish to place any impediment 
in the way of a conference that 
might settle French differences. 

Stimson described current oper- 
ations in Tunisia as a “signal suc- 
cess” and declared the “ultimate 
objective is the destruction of the 
German Army.” 

“Progress thus far has been 
highly satisfactory,” he said. 

He said 75 Axis tanks were set 
against American troops on one 
occasion in an attempt to halt 
their forward movement, adding 
that the necessity for withdraw- 
ing that force from coastal areas 
to oppose the American advance 
probably facilitated British opera- 
tions. 

Stimson also told of much local 
fighting in various areas. in 
Tunisia which, although not on a 
large scale, “is exacting a large 
toll of casualties.” .

Both bills have been attacked 
by the administration as inflation- 
ary. President Roosevelt, in veto- 
ing the Bankhead bill, said it 
might unloose “a tornado” in in- 
flation that would lead to higher 
living costs and drastic upward re- 
vision of wage scales. 

Veto Fight a Draw. 

Debate on the vetoed bill occu- 
pied two days and ended, in a 
manner of speaking, in a draw. 
The administration couldn’t mus- 
ter enough votes to kill it,.and the 
farm bloc couldn't override the 
President. 

“The motion to send the bill and 
message back to the committee 
gave Senators an out,” said Ma- 
jority Leader Barkley of Ken- 
tucky. “It still hangs like a club 
over the heads of administration 
leaders—and over the farm bloc as 
well, although they don’t see it 
that way.” 

Senator Vandenberg’ (Rep.), 
Michigan voiced the view of many 
who joined with the farm bloc in 
sending the bill back to committee 
over Barkley’s protest. 

Asserting he was leaving with 
the President the responsibility 
for fighting inflation, Vandenberg 
said, he wanted the bill kept alive 
as an assurance “the President 
will deal courageously” with labor 
and other factors affecting the 
cost of living. 

“If he fails to act, the bill can be 
used to restore the equilibrium for 
farmers,” he added. 

Brown Opposes Pace Bill. 

Asserting that enactment of the 
Pace bill would “end the stabiliza- 
tion of prices—and of wages,” Price 
Administrator Prentiss Brown 
asked today for its “sympathy and 
understanding” in his efforts to 
hold down living costs. 

Testifying against the House- 
approved measure, Brown said it 
would have a “very far-reaching 
inflationary effect.” He repeated 
previous contentions that the bill 
would raise parity prices of farm 
products by “upward of 14 per 
cent.” 

This, in the course of time, he 
said, “would drive up retail prices 
of food by 10% per cent, add two 
and one-third billion dollars to 
the annual food budget of con- 
sumers, and increase by three- 
quarters of a billion a year the 
expense of feeding our armed 
forces and supplying our Allies. 

“So radical a change in the price 
of foods would end the stabiliza- 
tion of prices—and of wages.” 

Prefers Subsidies. 

Brown aroused a storm of pro- 
test from members of the com- 
mittee by advocating increased ap- 
propriations for incentive pay- 
ments to farmers as preferable to 
the two bills designed to increase 
prices. 

“It would be better to appropri- 
ate money with which to pay in- 
centive payments in cases where 
farmer income is insufficient to as- 
sure production than to break 
through the barriers against infla- 
tion,” he declared. 

“I don't want to put the farmer 
fin the position of depending upon 
th@ Government for a handout,” 
Senator Wheeler (Dem.), Montana, 
told him. “When the Government 
gets to subsidizing everything, it’s 
wrong in principle. Under dicta- 
torships, it doesn’t mean so much. 
But in a democracy, the govern- 
ment would be holding a club over 
the heads of the farmers. The of- 
ficials could say if you want to 
continue getting this money, you'll 
have to elect us.”

TRANSIT SERVICE TO CENTERS 
OF AMUSEMENT PERMITTED 


WASHINGTON, April 8 (AP),— 
Transit companies may provide bus 
and street car service to amuse- 
ment parks if such service does 
not interfere with transportation 
needs of war workers, the Office 
of Defense Transportation ruled 
today. 

The Agency said, however, that 
rubber-tired vehicles should not be 
furnished to recreational centers if 
rail service is available, and should 
not duplicate rail service for any 
substantial part of the trip. 

In the East, ODT said, bus serv- 
ice should not be offered to amuse- 
ment centers “for the purpose of 
circumventing regulations intended 
to save gasoline normally used for 
so-called pleasure driving.” 


A spokesman for the Public 
Service Co. said that, as far as was 
known now, busses would continue 
to operate to the Municipal The- 
ater in Forest Park during the 
summer light opera season. He 
knew of no other service that 
might be affected by the ODT 
ruling.

“There is involved the loss of the 
plaintiff's husband’s affections and 
society, and ‘of his support and 
protection, and the injury to her 
feelings.”

NEW YORK, April 8 (AP).— 
Former Senator Edward R. Burke, 
spokesman for the Southern Bitu- 
minous, Coal Operators, announced 
today his group had dispatched a 
telegram to the War Labor Board 
asking it to take immediate juris- 
diction in the wage dispute be- 
tween the Southern operators and 
miners. 

Burke said the telegram was 
sent to William H. Davis, WLB 
chairman, before Dr. John R: Steel- 
man, head of -the United States 
Conciliation Service, reached the 
Southern wage conference. Steel- 
man had spent most of the morn- 
ing at the conference of Northern 
operators and miners, 

Burke had announced this morn- 
ing that his group would submit 
the dispute to the WLB by noon 
unless Steelman indicated he would 
certify the’ case himself. Later, 
Steelman announced the Northern 
and Southern district operators 
and United Mine Workers would 
hold a joint conference this after- 
noon, the first such meeting since 
the present wage conferences be- 
gan March 10. 

Says Burke Made No Request. 

Steelman remained at the South- 
ern conference for half an hour 
after meeting with the northern 
group. 

Burke said he sent the telegram 
at 11 a. m., after talking by tele- 
phone with Steelman who Burke 
said did not request him to hold 
up the message. He said the 
Southern group would attend the 
joint conference because Steel- 
man said he wanted to make a 
statement to both groups at once. 

Irreconcilable Disagreement. 

The telegram, stating that the 
parties were “in complete and ir- 
reconcilable disagreement,” pre- 
sented, from the operators’ view- 
point, the history of the negotia- 
tions and said that the union de- 
mands involved “an average daily 
wage increase in excess of $5 each 
for more than 500,000 miners em- 
ployed in the industry.” 

It also included the statement 
that government records disclosed 
that “the miners are now receiving 
weekly wages that overage more 
than 50 per cent higher than the 
level of January, 1941.” 

The message stated that 
miners had _ consistently 
to bargain within the standards of 
the Economic Stabilization Act, as 
both sides were directed to do by 
President Roosevelt, and said that 
the wage increase, if granted, 
would wreck the govéernment’s 
satbilization prograrn.

Mine Workers Prepared to Spend 
Quarter-Million on Advertising 


Union, Now Negotiating for New Contract, 
Proposes to Give Public ‘the Low-Down’ on 


Coal Industry, Spokesman Says.

NEW YORK, April 8. — The 
United Mine Workers of America, 
now negotiating here with rep- 
resentatives of coal mine operators 
in an effort to settle a- wage dis- 


pute of long standing, has launched 
a national advertising campaign 
to present the miner’s side of the 
case to the general public. The 
first advertisement was publighed 
Tuesday in 59 newspapers in 23 
cities scattered threugh the Middle 
West, the South and the Atlantic 
Seaboard at a cost of about $30,000. 
The union, headed by John -L, 
Lewis, is preparing similar adver- 
tisements to appear from time to 
time in the same and other sec- 
tions of the nation, 

“We are prepared to spend a 
quarter of a million dollars if 
necessary to have our say,” K. C. 
Adams, UMW spokesman, told a 
Post-Dispatch reporter today. “I 
think it is the first time that a 
labor union has ever undertaken 
an advertising campaign of this 
nature on such an extensive scale. 
We think that once the public 
understands the intricacies of the 
problems of the coal miner, there 
will be little astonishment at the 
request for a $2-a-day increase in 
wages. 

“What we propose to do is to 
give the public the low-down on 
the facts in the coal industry, We 
intend to tell the story of living 
costs in a mine camp or company- 
operated town; what it costs the 
miner in the way of special equip- 
ment to hold his job; and we in- 
tend to deflate the contention of 
the mine operator that the in- 
crease would cause an exorbitant 
rise in the price of coal to the con- 
sumer and that the miner now is 
amply paid for his services.” 


Portal-to-Portal Plan. 


Adams pointed out that the en- 
tire increase, perhaps more than 
the UMW has demanded, would be 
absorbed if the companies adopted 
the principle of “portal-to-portal 
pay,” which meang simply that the 
worker would be paid from the 
time he entered the mine until the 
time he left it. As matters now 
stand a miner expected to report 
for duty at his working place un- 
der the earth, may have to spend 
an hour or more éach day after he 
descends making his way through 
tunnels to the “working face.” This 
would mean that if his pay-time 
began at 8 a. m., he would have to 
be at the tipple by 7 or earlier,

“We intend to make clear in our 
advertising,” Adams added, “that 
although the per man production 
of coal has increased one-third, the 
wage scale is 50 cents a day less 
than it was 23 years ago. We 
think the public is entitled to 
know the facts before judgment is 
passed on our demand“ for an in- 
crease. Almost any company rec- 
ord will show that a miner, en- 
gaged in heavy physical labor, 
spends well over one-half of his 
income for food alone for himself 
and family. 

“Two-thirds of our men work in

AFL PIGKET LINE 
TES UP WORK 
ON ARMOR PLANT 


Construction of 35-Mil- 
lion Madison Factory 
Affected, Production 
Not Interrupted. 


The AFL Bricklayers and Help- 
ers’ Union at Granite City threw 
a picket line around the Defense 
Corporation’s $35,000,000 armor 
plant under construction at Madi- 
son this morning, and prevented 
between 800 and 900 members of 
other building trade unions from 
going to work. 

A crowd of about 100 persons 
gathered around the plant en- 
trance, but no violence was re 
ported, since other workers obeyed 
the instructions of the pickets to 
remain away from their jobs. The 
bricklayers, about 60 in number, 
have been on strike since last 
March 23 in protest against the 
hiring of a member of the CIO 
Organizing Committee as a laborer 
in the plant. 

The plant is being built by the 
Government for the Genera] Steel 
Castings Co, to manufacture armor 
plate. Karl S. Howard, plant man- 
ager for the General Steel Castings 
Co., told a Post-Dispatch reporter 
that the picket line would not in- 
terfere with the production within 
the completed portion of the plant, 
or with any other branch of Gen- 
eral Steel Castings Co. 

The only work stoppage, he said, 
would be in construction work, and 
the plant is 95 per cent completed. 
Production has been going on for 
several weeks. 

The strike developed after Earl 
Brown, a member of the CIO Or- 
ganizing Committee, was hired to 
work in the plant. He refused to 
quit his job after he was requested 
to do so by the AFL men.

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RED TROOPS TAKE 
DUNETS POSITIONS 
SOUTH OF IZYUM 


Two More Towns Seized 
Notth of Smolensk — 
Nazi Attacks Repelled 
in Sevsk Area. 


By EDDY GILMORE 

MOSCOW, April 8 (AP).—While 
no big changes took place over- 
night on the Russian front, still 
muddy from the spring thaw, in- 
creased action was reported today 
in several sectors. 

Red Army forces stormed Ger- 
man positions on the Donets River 
front south of Izyum and captured 
advantageous lines in the face of 
sharp enemy fire after several 
days of numerous Nazi attacks. 
Izyum is 70 miles southeast of 
Kharkov. 

The noon communique reported 
intermittent artillery fire on the 
central front where, the midnight 
communique announced, two more 
populated places were captured 
yesterday below Bely. Bely is 
north of Smolensk, big German 
base which Soviet forces have been 
striving to reach. 

Enemy 


Far to the south in the 
sector northwest of Kursk 
Germans again began counterat- 
tacks but they availed nothing. 
The Russians previously halted 
large-scale enemy operations there. 

The Volkhov front saw combat 
again, with the Germans once 
more trying to take a Soviet po- 
sition, and again failing. Although 
there was sharp fighting in this 
sector, southeast of Leningrad, the 
conflict was not believed to be a 
major operation. 

There was no mention in the noon 
communique of the Kuban area in 
the northwestern Caucasus. The 
Communist party newspaper Prav- 
da said that stiff battles continued 
and several more villages had been 
captured in the delta in the last 
few days. 

(The German high command 
said the Eastern front generally 
was calm yesterday. Isolated Rus- 
sian attacks against the Kuban 
bridgehead and in the Central 
Donets area were repulsed, the 
Nazi communique reported.) 

Heavy Nazi Losses Reported. 

The Soviet army newspaper Red 
Star said the Germans’ recent at- 
tacks south of Izyum had _ cost 
them tremendously in man power. 

“In all directions in which they 
attempted to advance, the grouna 
was littered with piles of burned 
tanks put out of commission by 
Soviet artillery fire,” Red Star re- 
ported. 

The dispatch from the Izyum 
sector reported considerable scout- 
ing activity, which may mean the 
Germans are preparing for still 
another assault on the Red Army 
bridgehead, hoping again for a 
major break-through. The Rus- 
sions are continuing sharp artil- 
lery barrages day and night. 


MYRIAD FLOWERS 
ON BATTLEFIELDS OF 
NORTHERN TUNISIA

ON THE NORTHERN TUNI- 
SIAN FRONT, April 7 (Delayed) 
(AP). Spring has lavishly spread 
its palette of lush colors over the 
battlefields of Northern Tunisia, 
where the North African campaign 
Boon may be decided. 

Brilliant wild flowers grow in 
profusion along the roadsides and 
are scattered in great splotches of 
color across the sloping fields. The 
deep and bright green of the grass 
and the fast-growing spring crops 
blend ahd contrast with the 
browns of the newly plowed fields 
and the grays of the distant, 
jagged mountains. 

The warm sun has dried up the 
mud that caused such great diffi- 
culties for fighting in this area 
during the winter. In untended 
fields, where decisive battles may 
be fought, blood-red poppies and 
small pink anemones make scat- 
tered bits of color in the green of 
the tall grass. Forget-me-nots grow | 
so thick in some spots that they 
streak the fields with gashes of 
purple.

Although Outgunned, 
French Fighters Attack; Win Out After 
3%4-Hour Tunisia Battle.

WITH FRENCH FORCES ON 
THE SOUTHERN TUNISIAN 
FRONT, April 6 (delayed) (AP).— 
Without suffering a single cas- 
ualty, 200 pantaloon-clad fighters 
of the French Camel Corps helped 
rout a German armored column 
after a three and one-half hour 
battle on the desert sands. 


Joining members of the French 
Foreign Legion, the camel corps 
soldiers — called Meharistes — 
clashed south of Gafsa with a Nazi 
force consisting of six armored 
cars and five trucks full of infan- 
try. 
Although their heaviest gun was 
of 37 millimeters, the Meharistes 
bravely attacked the eight-wheeled 
armored cars, each of which 
mcunted a 75-millimeter artillery 
piece. 

In the fierce ensuing clash the 
camel corps, composed 10 per cent 
of Frenchmen and 90 per cent of 
native Algerian troops, succeeded 
in knocking out the leading ar- 
mored car, After three and one- 
half hours of fighting under a 
searing sky, the Germans broke 
off the engagement and fled. On 
the desert sands behind them lay 
25 dead camels, but not a camel 
corps soldier had been hurt in the 
encounter. 

The Meharistes wear white or 
sand-colored uniforms of heavy 
wool. They have a sleeveless vest 
with an open collar like a sport 
shirt and white, double-width, 
baggy pantaloons fastened at the 
ankles. These are cool in the sum- 
mer and keep out the dust. For 
footgear they have cross-strapped 
sandals which extend out two

PUBLICATION OF FACTS 
UN ABSENTEES URGED 


House Group Says It Could 
Correct False Impression 
Workers Are Slackers. 


WASHINGTON, April 8 (AP).— 
The House Labor Committee rec- 
ommended today that the War De- 
partment, the War Manpower Com- 
mission, the War Production Board 
and the Office of War Information 
“lay before the public the real 
problems involved in absenteeism, 
to clear up false impressions now 
current that American workers are 
slackers.” 

The recommendation was one of 
several made in a report on the 
committee’s recent investigation of 
absenteeism. It was read to the 
House by Chairman Norton (Dem.), 


New Jersey, who urged support for 
legisiation to authorize the commit- 
tee to make an extensive study of 
the entire labor situation. 


“In this country we believe in 
giving credit where credit is due, 
and therefore we should recognize 
the contribution that American 
workers are making to war pro- 
duction,” the committee said. 


The report made no reefrence to 
legislation approved by the House 
Naval Committee to require war 
industries to report to loca] draft 
boards the names of men chron- 
ically absent from their jobs, with 
a view to cancelation of occupa- 
tional draft deferments. 


Wilful absenteeism, the commit- 
tee reported, “represents a negli- 
gible proportion of the whole and 
is most reprehensible,” but, it add- 
ed, there was no evidence that 
“there are many truants in the 
group who have secured occupa- 
tional deferments.”

WASHINGTON, April 8 (AP).— 
“Mobsters who operated during 


prohibition days” have muscled in 
on the black market in meat, Rep- 
resentative Patman (Dem.), Texas, 
said today, and he laid a large part 
of the blame on administration of 
the Price Control Act. : 

Patman, as chairman of the 
House Small Business Committee, 
opened an investigation into the 
black market by saying: 

“The thing that I fear most is 
that unless this situation is brought 
under complete control, we may 
experience something similar to 
the bootleg days when unsuspect- 
ing people drank bootleg whisky, 
which, in numerous cases, has 
caused blindness and in other cases 
death. 

“The operators of the black 
market are not concerned with 
what happens to the consumers of 
their product,” Patman said, add- 
ing that their slaughtering is 
clandestinely done in numerous in- 
stances without regard to sanita- 
tion and inspection. 

“Under the circumstances,” he 
declared, “there is but one thing 
jleft—to ferret out and punish 
those who are operating black 
markets and to insist that the 
provisions of the Price Control 
Act be followed to the letter, 
rather than be based upon alleged 
ideals that are not practical, create 
confusion, needless expenses, and 
force independent enterprises out 
of business through losses and 
harassment incident to an honest 
endeavor to comply with the law.” 

Many legitimate packers have 
been forced out of business “be- 
cause of thé losses suffered” in 
trying to comply with OPA rules, 
he continued, and it has been 
easy for the ganster element “to 
‘horn in’ on the vital meat indus- 
try so important to our armed 
forces and to people at home.” 

Patman added that “as annoy- 
ing and harassing” as the admin- 
istration of price control “has 
been in many respects we must 
concede that we would have al- 
ready faced ruinous inflation had 
not the Price Control Acts been 
passed by Congress.”

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PRESIDENT ASKS 


FOR RECORD NAVY 


FUND, 24 BILLION 


Budget Sent to Congress 
Provides 9 Billion for 
Increases, Repair, Re- 
placement. 


WASHINGTON, April 8 (AP).— 
A Navy request for $24,551,070,000 
in new funds for the 1944 fiscal 
year was laid before Congress to- 
Gay with a reminder of the cost 
of repairing and replacing ships 
damaged in battle. 

The estimated financial needs— 
largest amount ever sought for the 
gea-fighting forces—were sent to 
Congress by President Roosevelt, 
and Chairman Cannon (Dem), Mis- 
souri, announced an appropriations 
feubcommittee would begin studying 
them Saturday. 

Chairman Vinson (Dem.), Geor- 
gia, of the House Naval Committee 
said the appropriations would go 
to add “greater and greater 
strength to the fleet and _ its air 
arm until we drive the enemy from 
the sea back to his shore as we 
press forward to victory.” 

The biggest’ allocations in the 
estimates include $9,024,000,000 for 
the increase, repair and replace- 
men of naval vessels, $3,476,800,000 
for the Bureau of Ordnance, $4;- 
286,211,000 for the Bureau of Sup- 
plies and Accounts, $1,887,000,000 
for the Bureau of Ships, and $1,- 
640,000,000 for the Bureau of Aero- 
nautics. 

Other allocations are $36,897,000 
for the office of the Secretary, 
$523,508,000 for the Bureau of Navy 
Personnel; $73,000,000 for the Bu- 
reau of Medicine and@Surgery, 
$1,960,000,000 for the Bureau of 
Yards and Docks, $961,058,000 for 
the Marine Corps, $210,000,000 
for construction of floating dry 
docks, $467,879,000 for the Coast 
Guard, $5,124,000 for departmental 
salaries, and $2,079,100 for contin- 
gent expenses. 

Cannon termed it the largest 
regular appropriation bill for the 
Navy in history. It compares with 
$23,630,000,000 appropriated for the 
1943 fiscal year, but that amount 
included supplemental, deficiency 
and emergency appropriations as 
well as the regular allotment of 
about 14 billion, 

The request reached Ceneene 
goon after Secretary of the Navy 
Knox's testimony before commit- 
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Ito build itself into unmatched 
power on and above the seas. 

He estimated that Navy person- 
nel will increase to 2,500,000 by the 
end of the year. 

There was no breakdown, for 
reasons of military security, on 
how many tons in ships or how 
many fighting planes and bombers 
will be provided by the expendi- 
tures. Vinson pointed out, how- 
ever, that about 10 billion of the 
money would go for consrtuction 
already authorized.

WILLKIE BOOK URGES ALLIED 
UNITY IN WAR AS PRELUDE 


TO POSTWAR 


CO-OPERATION 


‘One World’ Says U. S. Must Choose Between 


Narrow Nationalism, 


International Im- 


perialism and Creation of World of Equal- 
ity— Viewed as 1944 Campaign Document.

NEW YORK, April 8. 


ENDELL L. WILLKIE, Republican standard bearer in 1940, 


today called for unification 


of the Allied Nations through a 


council for the joint conduct of the war, in “One World,” a 
206-page book published by Simon & Schuster. 

If unity is not achieved in the conduct of the war, it will be 
cifficult or impossible to arrive at any agreement between Britain, 
Russia, China and the United States on postwar plans, Willkie says 
in what is an eloquent plea for closer relations between the coun- 
tries that are fighting the dictators. 


This is Willkie’s first book. The 
first three-fourths of “One World” 
is a report on Willkie’s round-the- 
world trip last fall. It contains 
vivid close-ups of Stalin, Chiang 
Kai-shek and other leaders, as well 
as ordinary citizens encountered 
in the course of a journey that 
' took Willkie 31,000 miles in a big 
United States bomber called “Gul- 
liver.” The last fourth of the book 
elaborates Willkie’s passionate 
conviction that America must 
work not alone with the British 
but with the Russians and the 
Chinese. 

Politicians will regard “One 
World” inevitably as a campaign 
‘ document, which indeed it is. It 
is the foreign affairs plank on 
which Willkie will stand as a can- 
didate for the Republican nomi- 
nation for President in 1944. From 
now until the first presidential pri- 
maries next March he will be on 
the road a good share of the time 
preaching the doctrines of “One 
World.” 


Pulls No Punches. 

While it is in the broadest sense 
@ campaign document, the book 
pulls no punches. Willkie believes 
that the peoples of the world are 
stirred as never before and that 
we must begin to learn now how 
to co-operate with the masses of 
the Far East and the Middle East 
if we are to hold our position in 
the world. 

“If our withdrawal from world 
affairs after the last war was a 
contributing factor to the present 
war and to the economic instabil- 
ity of the past 20 years—and it 
seems plain that it was—a with- 
drawal from the problems and re- 
sponsibilities of the world after 
this war would be sheer disaster,” 
Willkie writes. “Even our relative 
geographical isolation no longer 
exists. 

“At the end of the last war, not 
@ single plane had flown across 
the Atlantic. Today that ocean is 
@ mere ribbon, with airplanes mak- 
ing regular scheduled flights. The 
Pacific is only a slightly wider rib- 
bon in the ocean of the air, and 
Europe and Asia are at our very 
doorsteps. 

“America must choose one of 

three courses after this war: 
Narrow nationalism, which in- 
evitably means the ultimate loss 
ef our own liberty; international 
imperialism, which means the 
sacrifice of some other nation’s 
liberty; or the creation of a 
world in which there shall be an 
equality of opportunity for every 
race and every nation. I am 
cenvineed the American people 
will choose, by overwhelming 
majority, the last of these 
courses. To make this choice 
effective, we must win not only 
the war but also the peace, and 
we must start winning it now.” 

Willkie tells how almost every 
important official he saw on his 
trip referred to Prime Minister 
Winston Churchill’s remarks quali- 
fying the extent of the Atlantic 
Charter, asking if this meant that 
the terms of the Charter applied 
only to Western Europe. 

“I told them,” Willkie reports, 
“that I of course did not know 
what Mr. Churchill meant, but 
that obviously when Mr. Churchill 
said its authors had in mind pri- 
marily the countries of Europe, he 
did not necessarily exclude other 
countries. My auditors without 


fail brushed my answer aside with 
impatience as legalistic and trivial. 


British Public Opinion. 


“That was one of the reasons 
why I was so greatly distressed 
when Mr. Churchill subsequently 
made his world-disturbing. remark, 
‘We mean to hold our own, I did 
not become His Majesty’s first 
minister in order to preside over 
the liquidation of the British,  Em- 
pire.” I have been cheered since, 
however, by discussion with many 
British now resident in the United 
States, by following the British 
press, and by an amazingly large 
and steadily continuing correspon- 
dence from people in England and 
all over the British Empire, to 
find that British public opinion 
on these matters is even ahead of 
opinion in the United States. The 
British have no doubt—and, so far 
ag I can see, little regret—that the 
old imperialism must pass and that 
the principles of the British Free 
Commonwealth of Nations must be 
extended at a rapidly accelerating 
pace to all corners of the’ British 
Empire.” 


Common Allied Fallacy. 

Willkie found what he termed a 
common fallacy in the statements 
of Stalin and in the Atlantic Char- 
ter in that they forecast the re- 
creation of Western Europe in its 
old divisions of small nations, 
each with its political, economic 
and military sovereignty. 


“It was this outmoded system 
that caused millions in Europe to 
be captivated by Hitler’s proposed 
new order,” he says. “For even 
with Hitler tyranny, they at least 
saw the hope of the creation of an 
area large enough so that the eco- 
nomics of the modern world could 
successfully function. ... 


“The re-creation of the small 
countries of Europe as political 
units, yes; their re-creation as 
economic and military units, no, if 
we really hope to bring stabiliza- 
tion to Western Europe both for 
its own benefit and for the peace 
and economic. security of the 
world.” 


Wilkie says many. among the 
democracies fear and mistrust 
Soviet Russia, and dread the in- 
roads of an economic order that 
would be destructive to their own. 
“Such fear is weakness,” he says, 
adding: 


“Russia is neither going to eat 
us nor seduce us. That is—and 
this is something for us to think 
about—that is, unless our demo- 
cratic institutions and our free 
economy become so frail through 
abuse and failure in practice as 
to make us soft and vulnerable. 

“.. We need to learn to work 
with her in the world after the 
war. For Russia is a dynamic 
country, a vital new - society, a 
force that cannot be bypassed in 
any future world.” 


As for China, Willkie believes 
this country must make its friend- 
ship more real and tangible by 
sending, through Russia, over the 
Himalayas or by reconquering 
Burma, or by all three routes, the 
materials of war and raw mate- 
rials the Chinese need. 

Throughout his travels, Willkie 
was impressed by, the “mixture of 
respect and hope” the world has 
for this nation. He found that 
everywhere, people have a dread

MOMENT OF DECISION IN TUNISIA

E now come to a moment of 

Gecision in the battle of Tu- 

nisia—not the final decision, 
but a decision of very great im- 
portance. The events of the next 
cay or two, perhaps of the next 
few hours, seem likely to deter- 
mine whether Marshal Romme] 
will be able to effect a junction 
with the German Army in the 
north, bringing with him the bulk 
of his forces, or whether a great 
part of Rommel'’s Afrika Korps 
can be cut off, surrounded, pinned 
against the sea and destroyed. 


This seems likely to make a 
great deal of difference as to the 
length of time the Germans can 
retain any foothold in Africa at 
all If Rommel can join Von Ar- 
- mim in Northern Tunisia, the com- 
bined forces can certainly hold out 
much longer than Von Arnim’s can 
alone. This would seem s0 on 
purely material grounds without 
taking into account the effect on 
the morale of Von Arnim’s troops 


which the destruction of the Afrika 
Korps might produce. 

The moment of decision is at 
hand because the British Eighth 
Army, the strongest and most ex- 
perienced force at Allied disposal 
in North Africa, has broken 
through the last strong natural 
defenses in Southern Tunisia and 
its powerful armored columns are 
debouching into the coastal plain. 
In this sort of fighting, Rommel 
is at a hopeless numerical disad- 
vantage; he must avoid a pitched 
battle in an area where the ter- 
rain helps Montgomery rather than 
himself. Moreover, this is just the 
sort of open terrain where the 
Allies can make the best use of 
their tremendous air superiority. 


Art of Retreat. 

It might be supposed in the face 
of these probabilities, all of which 
were easily enough foreseen, that 
Rommel would already be moving 
his heavy transport and a good

Educators Urge 
United Nations 
Education Office 


Proposed Setup Would 
Be Similar to Inter- 
national Labor Or- 
ganization. 


NEW YORK, April 8 (AP). 

MMEDIATE establishment by 
| the United Nations of an inter- 

national education office, similar 
in organization and structure to 
the international labor organiza- 
tion,.was proposed today by a com- 
mission of American educators. 

Prof. Alonzo F. Myers of New 
York University, chairman of the 
commission which drew ‘the pro- 
posal, presented it in outline at a 
conference on educational] recon- 
struction at the university. 

Said Prof. Myers: 

“The international education of- 
fice, in its general organization 
and structure, should nog be unlike 
the international labor organiza- 
tion. It should maintain a loose 
relationship with any over-all in- 
ternational political organization, 
like the League of Nations, rather 
than be an integral part of such 
an organization.” 

Purposes of such an Office, he 
said, would be to: 

1. Lay a basis for a just and 
lasting peace by promoting and im- 
plementing the democratic ideal of 
equality of opportunity through 
education. 

2. Provide international machin- 
ery for co-operation among nations 
desiring to promote and extend 
the democratic ideal of equal op- 
portunity through education for 
all, regardless of race, color, creed, 
sex or economic status, 

3. Provide facilities for an ex- 
change of ideas and information 
among nations as to educational 
methods and procedures, and to 
provide the means for extending 
such co-operation to other nations 
which might later wish to sub- 
scribe to its basic ideal. 

4. Provide means to make serv- 
ices of technical experts available 
to nations desiring to improve 
their their educational offerings 
and programs. 

5. Make available to all people 
instructional materials of interna- 
tional validity and freedom from 
narrowly nationalistic prejudices. 

6. Provide facilities and ma- 
chinery for assisting in the tasks 
of educational reconstruction. 

7. Provide means for facilitating 
exchange of teachers and scholars.

Welles Says U.S. 
Must Share in 
Peace Sacrifices 


Asserts Plans Will Fail 
Unless We Join in 
‘Maintenance of 
Peace by Force.’ 


WASHINGTON, April 8 (AP). 

NDER SECRETARY OF 
U STATE WELLES declared 

yesterday that the United 
States must share fully in the sac- 
rifices and responsibilities of a 
practical world organization for 
the maintenance of peace by force, 
if it is to have freedom from fear 
in the postwar world. 

“Pious generalities and phrases” 
will be insufficient, Welles said in 
an extemporeneous speech before 
the Institute of Pacific Relations, 
which earlier had made public a 
report proposing a United Nations 
council, with a subsidiary regional 
council for the Pacific zone. 

“We are looking ahead to the 
realization of a great vision—a 
kind of world in which all people 
can live in peace, security and 
freedom from fear,” Welles said. - 

“The kind of peace that we wish 
to see constructed can only be 
achieved if there is some type of 
practical world organization and 
our own country accepts its full 
share in that responsibility.” 

He did not mean a nominal 
share, he said, “but rather a share 
in the sacrifices and in the main- 
tenance of peace by force.” 

The United Nations council pro- 
posal was contained in a report of 
the institute’s private conference 
at Mont Tremblant, Quebec, last 
December. 

“It was generally agreed that 
better co-ordination of the United 
Nations’ war effort is urgently 
needed, especially in the Pacific 
theater,” said Edward C, Carter, 
secretary general of the institute. 


68,000 Refugees in Britain. 

LONDON, April 8 (AP).—More 
than 63,000 refugees have come 
to Britain from enemy and enemy- 
occupied countries since the war's 
outbreak, Prime Minister Chur- 
chill disclosed yesterday in a 
written reply to a Commons’ 
questioner. The _ figures’ include 
20,000 seamen, but not men who 
have come as members of Allied 
forces, he said.

ESPITE his 21-day fast, Mohandas K. Gandhi's civil disobedience 
movement continues to lose ground in India, though the great 
and complex political issues which provoked it are no nearer 


With the indestructible Gandhi slowly regaining his weight and 
strength, tension has eased. But there has been no draining off of 
the huge reservoir of public bitterness built up in India by the events 


of the last six months. 


If anything, the fast has shown 
how bleak are the prospects for 
any kind of a political solution 
which would bring the people of 
India whole-heartedly into the 
United Nations war effort. 

Gandhi doubtless hoped that his 
three weeks’ ordeal would reinvigo- 
rate his disheartened legions. The 
effect, while noticeable, was be- 
low expectations. 


Issue Back in Spotlight. 

Nevertheless, Gandhi's support- 
ers point out that the fast brought 
the Indian problem back into the 
world spotlight and that Gandhi 
has won new prestige among the 
Indian masses. Once again Gan- 
dhi has fooled the doctors, who said 
his old body could not stand that 
much punishment. Millions of 
Hindus are convinced anew that 
Gandhi is favored by the gods— 
perhaps actually one of them, Fol- 
lowers of Gandhi also claim that 
popular bitterness against the 
British has increased because of 
British refusal to release Gandhi 
unconditionally when he lay at 
death's door. 

The British, for their part, feel 
that their stronghand policy has 
been vindicated, they have shown 
the Congress party this time that 
they will not be coerced into mak- 
ing concessions. Moreover, they 
believe their position has been 
strengthened through the _ defla- 
tion of tenacious Indian hopes that 
the United Nations might inter- 
vene at the critical moment. Some 
Indians had expected much from 
Wiliam Philipps, President Roose- 
velt's persona] emissary to India. 
Now they know that the Philipps 
appointment does not connote any 
marked change in American pol- 
icy toward India. 


Gandhi’s movement will doubt- 
less drag on as long as Gandhi 
lives. Yet, while the movement is 
still a thorn in the British side, 
it is no longer a critical police 
problem. The widespread disor- 
ders of six months ago have given | 
way to sporadic bombings, sab- 
otage and non-violent demonstra- 
tions on a not very important 
scale. The British and Indian po- 
lice have done an effective job of 
suppression. 


Possibility of Revival. 


It is hard to see how the Gandhi 
rebellion could be successfully re 
vived except in one of two ways. 
If, for instance, the Japanese 
should invade, or attempt to in- 
vade India, the British would be 
faced with the choice of appeas- 
ing the Indian people or of coping 
with a morale problem just as se- 
rious as that which cost them so 
dearly in Burma. British leaders 
have been confident, however, that 
the Japanese would not attack In- 
dia. Doubtless, this conviction has 
been partly responsible for the 
firm line they have taken. The oth- 
er possibility is a Gandhian fast 
to the death. Even that would 
probably bring no change in Brit- 
ish policy. British police now feel 
sure of their ability to handle any 
situation that might arise. 


There are many reasons why 
Gandhi’s movement has iast 
ground. Prompt and vigorous po- 
lice suppression and the arrest of 
all important Congress leaders aft- 
er the August meeting in Bombay 
dealt a terrific blow to the revolt 
before it was well started. Then, 
too, thousands .of thinking In- 
dians, while wholly sympathetic

OBSTACLE TO THE WAR BOND DRIVE. 
In the second war bond drive, which begins next 
Monday, Americans are being called on to subscribe 
a greater.amount than they or any other people have 
ever been asked to raise for their Government at 
one time. : 
The goal of this three-week campaign, formally 
opened by the President yesterday, is 13 billion 
dollarg. By contrast, the goal of the first war bond 
drive, last year, was a billion dollars a month. By 
greater contrast, the goal of the second fund appea 
in World War I was only three Dillions. 3 
The American people realize the urgent necessity 
for raising the staggering amount of 13 billion dol- 
lars. They know that our fighting men require an 
enormous outlay for the guns, ships, planes, tanks, 
bombs and other tools needed to win this war. Now 


| that our forces are taking the offensive, their re- 


quirements are particularly great. 

Government figures give an idea of where these 
billions will go. One attack of a thousand bombers 
on Nazi Europe burns up $375,000 worth of high- 
octane gasoline. The bombs dropped on the enemy 
will cost about a million dollars. The normal loss 
of aircraft on such a raid will account for $11,000,000 
more, When the invasion of the Continent is launched, 
such costs will, of course, be greatly magnified. 

A real effort, calling for both thrift and sacrifice, 
will be required of the American people to help meet 
those costs by making the new war bond drive a 
success. Many are already buying bonds on a regu- 
larly scheduled basis, in response to the call for 
diverting at least 10 per cent of every income to this 
purpése. They will respond readily to this call for 
extra purchases, but one circumstance is sure to 
prevent the campaign from attaining its fullest pos- 
sibilities. 

We refer to the uncertainty about coming Federal 
taxes, caused by the aggravated and inexcusable 
delay of Congress in passing the required legislation. 

In virtually every other phase of their personal 
finances, citizens know where they stand. Wartime 
necessity has made them experts at budgeting. Com- 
modity prices have been fairly well stabilized. The 
rent ceiling is operating successfully. Other items 
of expenditure have either vanished from the market 


or are being held level. 


As to the income tax, however, nobody knows what 
to expect. The amount of the payment due last 
month was astonishing to many citizens, and a body 
blow to most pocketbooks. Saving ahead for next 
year’s tax bill is essential, but how much shall the 
citizen save? 

He knows only that he must pay out more for 
taxes in 1944 than in 1943. President Roosevelt’s 
budget message last January called for a 16-billion 
increase in Federal revenues for the coming fiscal 
year from taxes and bonds. When Congress began 
its tax deliberations on Jan. 6, a figure of six billions 
for new taxes was tentatively set. Since then, the 
debate has become so involved that the wisest man 
can only guess at the final figure. 

Tax bills were tmtroduced in the House the day 
after it convened, with both parties agreed that a 
pay-as-you-go plan was highly desirable. The Ways 
and Means Committee studied the bills, debated, 
wrangled and held hearings, and the objective of 
enactment by March 15 was forgotten. Not until 
March 17 was a bill reported, and it was a feeble, 
tentative one. This was voted down on March 31, 
and the whole problem was referred back to com- 
mittee. Now there is talk of a compromise, but Sec- 
retary Morgenthau doubts that a pay-as-you-go tax 
law can take effect before Jan. 1. 

This is a shocking breakdown of congressional re- 
sponsibility in the vital field of financing the war. 
The citizen can only wait, meanwhile laying money 
aside for taxes that otherwise might go into bonds. 

If anything can inspire Congress to go into action 
and pass a tax bill, it should be the fact that the 
Treasury’s No. 1 business—raising money to finance 
the winning of the war—is being impaired because 
of the lawmakers’ dawdling.

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16 CONVICTIONS; NO ACQUITTALS. 

State’s Attorney Zerweck of St. Clair County used 
to be opposed to women on juries. He thought they 
were chicken-hearted, that they wouldn’t bring in 
convictions. But he has changed his mind. He has 
been working with a jury panel of 19 women and 
five men, so weighted on the side of women because 
of the man power shortage.

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JUDGE WHAM TEMPERS JUSTICE WITH MERCY. 

In considering the case of the Grigsbys, Federal 
Judge Fred L. Wham had a most difficult decision to 
make and we think he resolved it in a proper way. 
Lester J. Grigsby, East St. Louis attorney and his 
son were convicted of conspiracy to violate the Selec- 
tive Service Act. Grigsby and the boy attempted to 
make it appear that the latter was a farmer and 
was, therefore, entitled to deferment. 

While the facts and circumstances of the case 
were complicated, there is no doubt that the Grigs- 
bys were guilty of deception and deserved the con- 
viction they received. The question then before 
Judge Wham was how to punish them and he 


finally decided to fine the older man $3500 and the 
younger man $2500. In doing so, Judge Wham made 
a very human statement. 


He said that the case had intrigued him from the | ; 


beginning “because it has involved one of our most 
precious sentiments—the affection of a father for 
his son.” After telling how thed raft questionnaire 
withheld the whole truth about the boy’s status, the 
Judge showed that the Government prosecuted the 
case because of the all-important principle involved 
—pafety of the Government, 

If the two men were sent to prison, however, the 
Government would be deprived of the boy’s service 
(he has asked to be reclassified as 1-A) and the 
family farm would be deprived of supervision. So 
Judge Wham saw fit to temper justice with mercy, 
even though it wags a case where judicial severity 
would no doubt have gone uncriticized. 
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THE SENATE DELAYS THE DAY OF RECKONING. 

The farm bloc has not succeeded in passing the 
inflationary Bankhead bill over the statesmanlike 
veto of President Roosevelt, but it has obtained a 
vote which keeps it alive and therefore retaing it as 
a threat to the control of prices. This is the Senate's 
62-to-23 action in returning the bill to the Agricul- 
ture Committee, whose chairman is the anti-adminis- 
tration “Cotton Ed” Smith of South Carolina, 

The 23 Senators who voted against returning the 
bill to committee voted in effect to kill it, since it 
apparently either would have fallen short of the 
two-thirds majority required to override or would 
have died a natural death. Whatever the differing 
motives of the 62 who joined in keeping the Dill 
alive, they have allowed the farm bloc to retain 
possession of a.club which can be wielded again if 
wage increases are granted in industry. 

It is to the credit of Senator Truman of Missouri 
that he was one of the 23 who voted against the 
motion to recommit. And it is to the credit of 
Majority Leader Barkley that he sought an out- 
and-out test on a vote to override the veto, 

Such Republicans as Senator Vandenberg of Michi- 
gan have an empty excuse for their stand to retain 
the bill as a threat. They say they want to keep it 
in storage until they find out whether President 
Roosevelt will hold the lines against inflation ‘on 
other fronts.” 

The very existence of the Bankhead Dill in a 
Senate committee—the measure would exclude bene- 
fit payments to farmers in figuring parity price 
formulas—is a disturbing thing to price control. It 
is an invitation to workers to agitate for wage in- 
creases. Had this threat been removed outright, that 
action could be used in answer to those who seek 
wage increases. 

The Senate had an opportunity to take a positive 
stand for a stable price structure. It has rejected 
that opportunity and so leaves the issue in the 
same unsettled, dangerous state. But a showdown 
is coming sooner or later. The Senate may delay 
that day of reckoning. It cannot postpone it forever. 
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MAYOR BECKER SIGNS THE WARD BILL. 

Mayor Becker is entitled to a good deal of satis- 
faction at having signed his name to the ward redis- 
tricting ordinance. It is a fair and equitable 
measure, in conformity with the requirements of 
compactness and contiguity set forth in the City 
Charter. It corrects a bad situation of long-standing, 
which was steadily growing worse. 

If the Mayor and his leaders in the Board of Alder- 
men did not enact the measure in time to apply to 
the election this week, they did bring it through 
before adjournment of the present board. It is the 
same as in effect since no political connections or 


_organizations will now be based on the old wards. 


Election by wards proved its value when the mi- 
nority party was able to elect seven Aldermen who 
would have been defeated in a city-wide sweep. The 
means have been provided for a watchful opposition 
at the City Hall. Election in the redistricted wards 
will also prove its value since it will restore equality 
of representation and that is the very basis of demo- 
cratic government. 

The record on ward redistricting, including as it 
does a veto of the highly political Albanese gerry- 
mander, shows that Mayor Becker meant it when he 
pledged his administration to redraw the wards on 
a non-political, equal population basis. 
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MILITARY SERVICE FOR WOMAN DOCTORS. 

There are some 8000 women physicians and sur- 
geons in this country, many of them highly skilled, 
but the present law forbids them to serve in the 
armed forces. Under a pending bill, they could not 
even get commissions in the WAAC. Meanwhile, 
thousands of male doctors are in military service 
and many more will be needed, with the result that 
numerous communities are suffering hardship be- 
cause they lack sufficient medical care. 

If woman doctors could enter the services, then 
fewer medical men would have to be drawn from 
areas where they are badly needed. A bill to permit 
the commissioning of women by the Army and Navy 
Medical Corps hag been reported favorably by a 
House committee. Secretary Stimson says he has 
“no objection,” and the Surgeon-General of the Navy 
favors its passage.

The Undying Spirit of Bataan 


The Mirror

Valor of men whose battle against hopeless odds ended just a year 
ago is praised by Philippine President; points out that Filipinos com- 
prised most of force, and fought gallantly for freedom; says Amer- 
ica’s record is a lesson in wise colonial policy for all the world.

N the last weeks, they were an army of 
| haggard, starved, feverish heroes. .Their 

fight was ended. They had lost the 
battle. They had lost it to superior num- 
bers, to superior equipment, to an enemy 
whose allies were tropical disease, and 
hunger, and utter fatigue. And so they sur- 
rendered, in the wilds of Bataan, to Gen. 
Tomoyuki Yamashita. 


That was a year ago. The world will 
not soon forget the story of Bataan. Other 
battles and other heroes may capture at- 
tention, but the memory of Bataan will 
not down. There, in the Philippines, the 
American flag was hauled down, trampled 
upon by an arrogant aggressor. 


At the same time, during the months of 
fighting, the world sensed a spirit hovering 
over that blood-stained peninsula—a spirit 
made of the ideals that move nations, and 
build lasting loyalties in the hearts of free 
men. It was the very spirit that, in the 
first place, inspired in humanity the ideals 
of freedom and democracy, and _ then, 
through generations of struggle, gave men 
the will to endure faggot and noose and 
firing squad in order to bring those dreams 
to practical realization. 


Men Under Fire. 


As those who have been through the 
realities of battle know very well, men 
under fire do not talk much about ideals 
and principles. Such things are matters 
for those who try to explain why human 
beings were willing, even eager, to go 
through so much before the flesh refused 
to carry them any farther. 


During the months that we spent in Cor- 
regidor, so close to Bataan, and under- 
going our own simultaneous pounding, we 
came to understand a little of what the 
men on Bataan were facing every day. 
Even as the bombs were falling on Bataan, 
they were also falling on Corregidor, and 
we saw our wounded and dead. Our food, 
like theirs, was scarce and bad. And yet, 
through the whole ordeal, we felt the clean 
fire in the souls of the men, from Gen. 
MacArthur to the last and rawest private. 


It surprised no one that the Americans in 
the Philippines fought bravely. Nor, I be- 
lieve, was anyone surprised that the Fili- 
pinos could fight bravely, too. The signifi- 
cant thing was not that the Filipinos could 
fight, but that they did fight. A year after 
the fall of Bataan, as the war continues to 
spread everywhere, it is wise to examine 
this fact further. 


Japanese Propaganda Failed. 


When Japan attacked the Philippines, she 
tried in every possible way to convince the 
Filipino people that she had no designs on 
them. She insisted that her only aim was 
to defeat the United States, to save “Asia 
for the Asiatics,” to destroy the power of 
the white peoples. Her pamphlets and 
radio propaganda strove to split the Fili- 
pinos from the Americans. All to no avail. 
The whole country rose up against her. 


Most of the soldiers under MacArthur 
were not Americans. They were Filipinos, 
men nurtured in freedom and trained for 
independence. For every American fighting 
man on Bataan, there were sevén Filipino 
soldiers by his side. To the American toll 
of 3000 dead, we counted 20,000 Filipinos 
killed in action. 

Why did the Filipinos fight? The answer 
should be told until‘it is known by heart 
the world over, until its lesson is applied 
wherever colonial peoples yearn for free- 


dom. In a single sentence, the answer is 
this: The Filipinos fought because America 
had given them freedom. 


America’s record in the Philippines is the 
secret of Bataan. The Filipinos fought for 
the American flag, when it was attacked, 
because they knew they were fighting for 
their own freedom. And the Filipinos are 
still fighting the Japanese everywhere in 
the Philippines. Broadcasts from Tokyo 
reveal this information when, now and 
then, they tell the world of executions, of 
Filipinos en masse. 


The 40-year record of American-Philip- 
pine collaboration is not merely an explana- 
tion of Bataan. It is a signpost for the 
future. For here, charted through trial and 
error, is the blueprint of the practical solu- 
tion for working out the future destiny of 
dependent peoples after the war. Underly- 
ing the whole story of America in the Phil- 
ippines is the promise of Filipino freedom 
made and kept. 


Signpost for the Future. 


This is the essence of the Atlantic Char- 
ter, to which the United Nations are 
pledged. A return to the outworn ways of 
imperialism will sooner or later plunge 
mankind into a world war. For the mil- 
lions who yearn for liberty, it would make 
little difference who their masters are, if 
masters they must have. Dictatorships and 
democracies are all in the same category 
from the point of view of the subjugated 
people unless democracies mean to recog- 
nize their right to govern themselves. 


Today in the Philippines, my people are 
suffering from want, from sickness, from 
lack of everything they had prior to the 
invasion. Their wages have been reduced. 
There is vast unemployment. Free speech 
and a free press are thing of the past. In 
what was once the best-informed Eastern 
nation there are now only the skimpy, cen- 
sored newspapers printing falsehoods from 
Domei., 


Filipino eyes are on America and Filipino 
hopes are for deliverance. Filipinos remem- 
bered what President Roosevelt told them 
while they were in the thick of the fight 
on Bataan: 


“I give to the people of the Philippines [ 


my solemn pledge that their freedom will 
be redeemed and their independence estab- 
lished and protected. The entire resources 
in men and material of the United States 
stand behind that pledge.” 

The Filipinos are convinced that this 
pledge will be fulfilled. This is a real appli- 
cation of the Atlantic Charter, the unani- 
mous statement of war aims by all the 
United Nations. It is the way in which 
the American people and the Filipino people 
can keep faith with the American and Fili- 
pino boys who died on Bataan and Cor- 
regidor.

Man’s Eternal War on Insects, 


Dogged and Implacable Enemy 


“Insect Invaders,’”” by Anthony Standen. (Houghton, 
Mifflin Co., Boston.) 


R. STANDEN is a chemist, a specialist 

on insecticides, who believes with Mae- 
terlinck that “something in the insect seems 
to be alien to the habits, morals and psychok 
ogy of this world, as if it had come from 
some other planet, more monstrous, more 
energetic, more insensate, more atrocious, 
more infernal than our own.” 

Surely there is reason for such a view 
in the consideration that the human popula- 
tion of the world is estimated as 2,145,000,000 
and that “there are probably at least that 
number of insects on or in the soil of every 
square mile of the land surface of the earth, 
barring deserts and extreme polar regions, 
and in addition there are often 5,000,000 or 
more insects flying around in the air above 
each square mile.” 

Standen is an implacable foe of moths, 
worms, beetles, ants, aphids, mites, fleas, 
flies and all the other almost countless 
members of the insect clan, and he does not 
limit himself to the strict definition of an 
insect as a six-legged monster. He has hate 
to spare for those with four, eight or 30 
legs. He has fought them on three conti- 
nents, but his hate for them has not stopped 
him from knowing them very well. He is 
one of those efficient soldiers who wants to 
learn all that he can about his enemies. 


The result of this attitude is an authori- 
tative and fascinating book on the charac- 
teristics of these monsters, their anatomy 
and their amazing powers of procreation, 
the damage they do, the weapons and the 
tactics used against them, and accounts of 
some of the great victories gained over them 
—notably the extermination of the Medi- 
terranean fruit fly after it invaded Florida 
a little more than a decade ago. 

Although the book does not set out to be 
one of those specialized manuals for gar- 
deners, the man who tries to grow green 
things will be particularly interested in 
learning more about the pests with which 
he has so long contended. The book will 
also make a special appeal to the philos- 
opher whose faith has been somewhat 
shaken by the state of the world. For him, 
it will provide proof positive that there are 
creatures on this earth far worse than the 
members of the so-called human race.

Introducing more history courses 
will accomplish little. The fault 
is not that students are deprived 
of history courses; it is that they 
are not taught history. They are 
also not taught reading, writing 
and mathematics, although they 
are given courses in all of these 
subjects.

Basic Education Lacking. 
HE American Army and Navy 
exposed the deficiencies of 

American education long before 

the New York Times. They dis- 

covered that the American colleges 
were no longer furnishing a basic 
education, including such obvious 
fundamentals as the power to read 
and write and handle simple 
mathematics. In a form letter, 
date April 18, 1942, Maj. Perry 

Cc. Euchner, aviation procurement 

officer, after describing the sim- 

ple “mental screening test” re- 
quired of all aviation cadets, said: 

“After giving this mental test to 

hundreds of young men, both high 

school and college students, I find 

that the greatest deficiency is a 

limited vocabulary, and a lack of 

precision and exactitude in the use 
of words.” 

If students do not know the 
meaning of words, they cannot re- 
ceive any further education con- 
veyed in words. If they cannot 
use words precisely, they cannot 
think precisely.

bly line system, which turns out, 
not teachers, but technicians. 

Pedagogy—the art and science 
of teaching—has taken the place 
of learning. Our teachers are 
taught how to teach but they 
don’t know the content of what 
they teach and are not even inter- 
ested in it. They depend not upon 
their own knowledge, based upon 
the hard work of study, and of 
thought, but upon textbooks, and 
a system. They themselves work 
with “trots.” 

A textbook gives a short out- 
line of a period or an event. Then 
the same textbook gives an anal- 
ysis by asking questions of the 
students. The teacher has the an- 
swers all prepared for her, and 
checks the answers of the students 
with the answers in her trot. The 
grade is then given according to 
points, and the whole procedure is 
like a Quiz Kid program. 

Now no one can get an educa- 
tion this way. Information is re- 
lated to nothing. The result is 
that children are so bored that in- 
formation goes through their 
heads as through a sieve. They 
retain it long enough to pass the 
tests, and that is all. It does not 
take root in their minds; it is not 
related to any picture, any whole- 
ness; it is not made coherent by 
thought. 

The process of learning is a 
highly exciting affair. Those who 
once begin to indulge in it never 
rabandon it. But it is a process 
of established relations, inside 
frames of reference; of remem- 
bering something because it illu- 
minates something else.

Textbook Racket. 

HE textbook system is one of 

the most profitable rackets in 
American life. The only way a 
college professor can hope to come 
into a comfortable fortune is to 
get the “adoption” by the school 
system, of one of his “texts.” Pub- 
lishers are _ vitally interested in 
such monopolies, and employ high 
them 
over and keep them in. A text- 
book is the only book that tens of 
thousands can be compelled to buy 
and to read. They are never re- 
viewed by critics. It is too bad. 

For if anything could make his- 

tory—actually the most fascinat- 
ing of all stories—inutterably bor- 
ing, it is the textbook. Any stu- 
down and 
spend a few days of pleasant read- 
ing of, let us say, James Truslow 
Arams’ “Epic of America” or 
Charlies and Mary Beards’ “Rise 
of American Civilization” would 
learn more, and remember it bet- 
ter, than the sum total of all his 
grade and high school textbook ed- 
ucation. Because he would get a 
coherent, intelligible picture of 
American history.

Explained.

WASHINGTON, April 8 (AP). 


LL this talk about international finance after the war, British

Let’s take a look at the sort of 

thing that used to go ori: 
7 Country X, we'll it, has a 
lot of man power, figures it could 
keep all its people busy and get 
prosperity if it could sell enough 
stuff to other countries. 

Let’s say that Country X’s money 


Aha, says Country X, we'll sell 
bones at 20 to the dollar, so 
an American dollar will buy twice 
as mach silk or iron or whatever 
elise Country X has to offer. 
This brings in orders for twice 
@s much merchandise. 
But this also switches a lot of 
business away from Country Y, 
which used to sell its money, which

That is what the experts mean 
by “competitive currency depreci- 
ation.” It has various results: In- 
flation, unbalanced trade, tariff 
walls and other retaliation. 
German Angles. 

The Germans figured out some 
@ther angles: 

An American could sell goods to 
Germany, but could get payment 
only in German money—which he 
couldn't take out of Germany. So 
the American, to use the money, 
‘had to buy German goods which he 
could import to this country and 
then sell. 

But Germany didn’t want to ex- 
port certain things; wanted to 
sel) others. 

So it set up a lot of different 
kinds of exchange rates. In cer- 
tain deals, an American could 
sel] a $50 item to Germany and 


breaks down inio three general 


gét credit for 200 reichsmarks in 
one kind of goods he wanted to 
buy; if he chose another kind of 
merchandise, he'd get credit for 
400 reichsmarks—twice as many. 

Well, both the American and 
British plans aim to prevent this 
kind of business by pegging the 
prices of all countries’ money in 
terms of some international money 
—call it unitas or bancor or some- 
thing else, worth a fixed amount in 
gold, say $10 in American money. 


Aiding War-Torn Nations. 

Points 2 and 3—getting world 
trade going again and stimulating 
prosperity from _ then 
bound up with a question of fi- 
nancing for war-torn countries, 
particularly little ones, and com- 
paratively undeveloped countries. 

Getting the wheels turning takes 
money. Both British and American 
experts have ideas for providing 
that, but haven’t announced them. 

In the plans disclosed so far, 
there are differences on various 
points—for instance, the question 
of voting power in running the in- 
ternational machinery. 

The British plan would divide 
votes on the basis of a country’s 
prewar foreign trade, as a starter. 
The experts here say this would 
give England more say than under 
the American plan, which would 
use a formula including countries’ 
national income and how much 
gold and foreign exchange they 
hold—with no country to have 
more than 25 per cent of the total 
votes. 

Presumably the United States, 
which holds most of the world’s 
gold, would get 25 per cent of the 
votes under this plan. 

Also, under the American plan, 
important decisions would need an 
80 per cent approval vote—which 
would mean a veto power for the 
United States, and perhaps too for 
Great Britain, or any nation which 
held more than 20 per cent of the 
votes, 

There is plenty of ironing out to 
be done before any plan could be 
accepted by the interested nations, 
Treasury Secretary Morgenthau 
has asked them to send representa- 
tives here to work on the prob- 


lems.

St.’ Louisan’s Plea Brought 
Reconsideration at Associa- 
tion’s Meeting. 


A resolution indorsing an agree- 
ment among the United Nations 
“an effective international 
order among all nations, based on 
law and the orderly administration 
of justice” was passed by the 
House of Delegates of the Ameri- 
can Bar Association in Chicago last 
week only after an emasculating 
amendment had been adopted and 
then defeated on reconsideration 
urged by a St. Louisan, the 
Post-Dispatch learned today on in- 


The St. Louisan was Charles M.

* | bers of the A. B. A. in the national 


association’s governing body, The 
amendment would have committed 
the group merely to approval of 
co-operation in settlement of in- 
ternational disputes, and final 
adoption of the original resolution, 
offered by the Section on Inter- 
national Law, was considered a 
triumph of liberalism. 

This resolution was the first of 
three adopted, which comprise a 
policy on postwar planning. The 
two others directed the section to 
report on “an adequate postwar 
judicial system of permanent in- 
ternational courts” and on “the 
fundamental principles, including 
a bill of rights, which are consti- 
tutional in character and should 
be generally acceptable as a mini- 
mum for preservation of interna- 
tional order and justice under 
law.” 

Speaking in behalf of the pro- 
gram, Hay said in part: “Is it 
thinkable that, at this hour of 
world chaos and threat of never- 
ending world anarchy, a body of 
responsible American lawyers, 
should fail to declare themselves in 
favor of an international order 
based on law, international: courts 
of justice and a bill of rights ap- 
plicable to alk mankind? 

“If there be not vision enough 
and courage enough and resolu- 
tion enough in the American law- 
yers to take the lead in sponsor- 
ing a movement for establishment 
of a world order based on law 
then indeed is our fate a hopeless 
one.” 

After further discussion of the 
resolution and the amendment, the 
chairman of the House of Dele- 
gates asked the chairman of the 
section whether the amendment 
was agreeable and the _ section 
chairman said it was. Hay shout- 
ed that it was not agreeable to 
him. The house chairman said 
the Board of Governors, executive 
body of the association, wanted 
the resolution sent back to the 
section for further study, and the 
amendment was carried. 

It was then that Hay moved for 
reconsideration, with the _ result 
that the original resolution was 
passed.

AR more than Germany, Italy 
is vulnerable to air attack. Her 
vulnerability stems from four cir- 
cumstances:

Rome. 

The least self-sustaining of all 
the major powers, Italy is pe- 
culiarly dependent for its contin- 
yed war effort on unimpeded rail 
traffic between her and the rest 
of occupied Europe, especially the. 
Reich. 

3. Except for Albania’s negligible 
output, Italy has no oil and must 
get it overland from the Reich. 
And Italy lacks the coal from 
which to make oil synthetically. 
Its oil shortage is undoubtedly one 
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reason why the Italian fleet has 
been inactive for so long. Fleets 
use up vast quantities of oil. The 
dislocation of Italian transport 
would thus further help paralyze 
its war effort. 

4. Italy’s morale is already at a

“It is the utmost folly,” he 
writes, “it is just short of suicide, 
to take the position that citizens 
of any country should hold their 
tongues for fear of causing dis- 
tress to the immediate and some- 
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Tasks on the Home Front. 


The implications of the book 
for domestic politics are particu- 
larly clear in a chapter called 
“Our Imperialisms at Home.” Will- 
kie declares that we must end our 
own racial discriminations at home 
at the same time that we advocate 
an equal opportunity for other 
races throughout the globe. 


“It has been a long while since 
the United States had any im- 
perialistic designs toward the out- 
side world,” Willkie says. “But 
we have practiced within our own 
boundaries something that amounts 
to race imperialism. The attitude 
of the white citizens of this coun- 
try toward the Negroes has un- 
deniably had some of the unlovely 
characteristics of an alien im- 
perialism—a smug racial superior- 
ity, a willingness to exploit an un- 
protected people. We have justi- 
fied it by telling ourselves that its 
end is benevolent. And sometimes 
it has been. But so sometimes 
have been the ends of imperial- 
ism. And the moral atmosphere 
in which it has existed is identical 
with that in which men—well- 
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meaning men—talk of ‘the white 
man’s burden.’ 

“But that atmosphere is chang- 
ing. . The war has done this 
to our thinking.” 

Willkie expects that “One 
World” will have a large circula- 
tion. It is published in a cloth 
edition at $2 and in a paper-bound 
edition at $1. The book has had 
a sale before publication of near- 
ly 75,000 copies.

Much had been expected from 
the United Nations. The lack of 
response from the United States 
and other countries discouraged 
many Indian nationalists. 


Violence Is Drawback. 

Another deterrent to sincere dis- 
ciples of Gandhi’s non-violent doc- 
trines was the bloody nature of 
the rioting and the bloody way in 
which it was put down, Gandhi 
had anticipated much support 
from Indian officeholders and sol- 
diers of the Indian Army. But re- 
luctance to risk well-paying jobs 
and, in some cases, doubt as td 
the wisdom of civil disobedience at 
this time prevented them from 
joining in any numbers. The un- 
compromising opposition of the 
All-India Moslem League, which 
also demands independence, but on 
its own terms, also helped stall 
the movement. Except in isolated 
cases, the big Moslem minority 
(about 90,000,000) has remained 
aloof, 

The rebellion began when India 
seemed threatened with invasion, 
but British victories in Africa and 
the halting of the Japanese _ in 
Burma removed this threat. This 
changed the views of many  In- 
dians on the probable outcome of 
the war and did much to strength- 
en the British hand. Unquestion- 
ably, it was Gandhi’s intention to 
so dislocate the Indian war effort 
at a critical moment that the Brit- 
ish would have to yield. Yet there 
is no evidence of any connection 
between the Congress party lead- 
ership and the Japanese. I am 
convinced that the majority of 
Congress leaders were sympathetic 
to the Allied cause. 


Distrust of Promises. 

Acute distrust of Britain’s prom- 
ises for the future and acute dis- 
satisfaction over the Cripps plan, 
combined with the feeling that 
there would never be a better op- 
portunity to force the British 
hand, led them to demand immedi- 
ate freedom. There is of course a 
pro-Axis minority in India which 
exults over every Allied setback 
and swallows whole the propagan- 
da focused on India from Japa- 


nese and German broadcasting sta- |" 


tions. As for the masses, they 
are depressed and _ disinterested, 
but easily whipped up to any point 
of view exploited by their popular 
leaders so long as it offers prom- 
ise of more rice and fewer taxes. 

It is now clear that the British 
have no intention of  transfer- 
ing full power to the Indians while 
the war is on. And, indeed, even 
if the British were willing, there 
is no formula yet proposed which 
is acceptable to all important In- 
dian parties. In the face of this, 
responsible Indian leaders have 
been trying for months to bring 
the Congress party and the Mos- 
lem league together on a common 
program leading to the formation 
of a provisional government with 
enlarged powers which could en- 
list greater Indian support for the 
war effort. They have been un- 
successful. The Moslem league is 
adamant in its demand for Moslem 
self-determination and the Con- 
gress leaders are in jail. A large 
section of Indian opinion, includ- 
ing many who do not endorse 
Gandhi's recent actions, believes 
he has undergone a change of 
heart and that his release might 
facilitate a settlement, The Brit- 
ish are unconvinced. 

There is no doubt about. Indian 
bitterness. I have encountered it 
everywhere in that country and 
among all races and sects. It 
stems partly from the inflexible 
British attitudé and partly from 
the fact that India has been drawn 
into a war which is being fought 
in the name of freedom though it 
remains a subject state. 

The British say, “We can do /4@ 
nothing until the political parties 
compose their differences. The 
Moslems say, “We can do nothing 
until Gandhi recognizes Moslem 
self determination.” Gandhi’s Con- 
gress party says, “We can do noth- 
ing until the British show some 
willingness to compromise.”

10 ESSENTIAL JOB 


Expected Heavy Registra- 
tion by Those in Non- 
deferrable Work Fails 
to Materialize Here. 


An anticipated rush of men seek- 
ing to qualify for draft deferment 


by registering with the United 
States Employment Service for 
war-essential work has failed to 
materialize here, although the As- 
sociated Draft Boards of St. Louis 
and St. Louis County have been 
advised to begin reclassifying into 
Class 1A married men with chil- 
dren employed in so-called non- 


deferrable activities. 

Capt. T. E. Roberts of Jefter- 
son City, a member of the State 
Selective Service staff, directed the 
Associated Draft Boards to begin 
reclassification of fathers between 
the ages of 18 and 37, who had 
failed to become eligible for oc- 
cupational deferment at a meeting 
last Monday night. The boards 
were advised not to induct these 
men at present, however.

ing cards and picture post cards; 
signs and advertising displays. 

Service: Automobile-rental serv- 
ice; dance, music, theatrical and 
art studios and schools; gambling;

a relief to be doing something. 

“I went up the mast wearing 
only my shorts. An officer went 
through most of the afternoon in 
a pair of striped pajamas. We 
kept dropping charges all after- 
noon whenever we found oil on 
the surface.” 

Submarine Rose, Plane Sank It. 

The crew didn’t see tne subma- 
rine and didn’t know how many 
there were, Ebbs said, but as they 
were preparing to leave the scene 
about 6 p. m. a submarine rose to 
the surface and lay over on its 
starboard side. The patrol bomber, 
which had reappeared, swooped 
down and dropped a bomb, Ebbs 
said, and the submarine cracked 
in two and sank. 

Ebbs said the crew did not learn 
the identity or home base of the 
plane, but found its ‘report await- 
ing them when they returned to 
port for the three-day celebration 
promised them by their command- 
ing officer when they should have 
sunk their first submarine. He 
said that later three submarines 
were located on the bottom of the 
ocean and his captain was pro- 
moted. The destroyer crew pre- 
sumed, Ebbs said, that the patrol 
plane had sighted the submarines 
earlier in the day and had forced 
them below the surface. 

Ebbs, who is 22 years old, attend- 
ed St. Louis University High School 
and enlisted after completing his 
first year at Regis College, Denver. 
He has been assigned to the same 
destroyer for more than two years. 
In addition to antisubmarine patrol 
work, his ship has escorted con- 
voys to Greenland, the Canal Zone, 
Africa and Russia, but was not 
involved in additional action. 

Flew to Guadalcanal. 

Henry J. Graber, 20-year-old St. 
Louis private, who was wounded 
on Guadalcanal six weeks after he 
went into Army service, told his 
story today while on leave, visiting 
at the home of his parents, Mr. 
and Mrs. H. P, Graber, 5346 Quin- 
cy street. 

Graber enlisted last Sept. 14 and 
was sent to the San Francisco 
Bay Airdrome a few weeks later 
to train as an instrument special- 
ist. Oct. 21 he volunteered to go 
on “a long plane ride,” destination 
unknown, and a few hours later 
was on his way to Guadalcanal on 
a Flying Fortress as ballast with 
a rush shipment of medical equip- 
ment. The plane arrived late on 
Oct, 24, and Graber was checking 
over instruments preparatory to 
the return trip the _ following 
morning when an air raid alert 
was sounded. 

Told to “run like a son-of-a-gun” 
for a semi-circular sandbagged ma- 


r}chine gun emplacement set up at 


the edge of the jungle, Graber 
said he did just that as Amer- 
ican pursuit planes roared down 
the runways to meet the Jap at- 
tackers. Graber kept too low to 
see much of the battle, but relat- 
ed that a wave of about 30 zeros 
came over first, diving low and 
strafing the field, machine gun- 
ning everything in sight. A group 
of bombers followed. 
“Pssst,” and a Hospital. 

Graber was ordered to get more 
ammunition from a nearby cache 
and was on his way when he heard 
an ominous “pssst” sound. When 
he recovered consciousness, he 
said, he was in a Fortress on the 
way back to San Francisco, where 
he spent two months in the hos- 
pital. Although he never did find 
out just what happened, Graber 
learned that he suffered a scalp 
wound and about a dozen wounds 
of the right leg and hip from bomb 
fragments -and pieces of stone. 

He continued his studies while 
in the hospital and completed the 
course in instrument work, When 
he returns from his leave, he will 
go to another base in California 
for aviation cadet training. Gra- 
ber attended St. J@hn’s High 
School here and was a machinist 
at the Emerson turret plant be- 
fore enlisting. 

Heroism After Singapore. 

The bravery of the men who 
struggled against the rising tide 
of the Rising Sun in the dark 
days after the fall of Singapore 
was recalled today by Louis D. 
Wasson junior district golf cham- 
pion here in 1938, who is visiting 
a sister, Mrs. John Matthews, 650

Rail Yards and Troops 
Attacked — British Ar- 
tillery Repels Japs in 
Chindwin Area. 


NEW DELHI, April 8 (AP).— 
The United States Tenth Air Force 
scored direct hits on the railroad 
yards at Rangoon and Ywataung 
and strafed and bombed areas near 
Shingbwiyang where Japanese 
troops are concentrated, a commvu- 
nique said today. From these oper- 
ations all of the United States air- 
craft returned. 

In the attack on the Mahlwagon 
railroad yards in Rangoon Tues- 
day B-24 Liberator bombers started 
a fire of medium size in addition 
to hitting the rolling stock and 
rail sidings. 

B-25 Mitchell medium bombers 
attacked the Ywataung yards yes- 
terday and made direct hits on en- 
gine sheds, among the rolling stock 
and on the main railroad tracks. 

P-40 Warhawks armed with light 
bombs and machine guns attacked 
Japanese troops concentrated at 
Shingbwiyang, the communique 
said, 

Today’s British communique said 
British artillery had pounded back 
a Japanese attempt to advance in 
the Indin area of Burma, in the 
Chindwin River valley 150 miles 
northwest of Mandalay. 

There has been no change in the 


last 24 hours in fighting in the] 


Arakan area of the Mayu Penin- 
sula, it was said. 

Fighter patrols raked Japanese 
forces in the Mayu Peninsula dur- 
ing the day. Two Japanese motor 
launches were damaged and one 
probably sunk in a brush with a 
British light coast craft on the 
Mayu River Tuesday night, it was 
said. 

(A Japanese Imperial Headquar- 
ters communique broadcast by the 
Rome radio reported the Japanese 
launched an offensive at the end 
of March against two British- 
Indian divisions near the Indian 
frontier and destroyed large op- 
posing forces along the Mayu 
River. It said operations were 
under way for destruction of the 
rest.)

BRITISH WOMEN TO GET SAME 
WAR INJURY PENSION AS MEN 


LONDON, April 8 (AP).—The 
British Government has promised 
all British men and women— 
civilians and those in the fighting 
services—a basic pension of 37 
shillings sixpense ($7.50) a week 
for total disablement from war in- 
juries and a war injury allowance 
for civilians of 35 shillings ($7) 
a week while they are unable to 
work. 

Under the new rates women are 
to receive the same compensation 
as men for the first time, and 
men and women not gainfully oc- 
cupied are given the same rates 
as persons gainfully occupied, The 
rates, effective April 19, were an- 
nounced by Sir Walter James 
Womersley in the House of Com- 
mons yesterday.

ROOSEVELT APPROVES 
TRUMAN GROUP'S WORK 


Chairman, Apprehensive at 
Reports’ Severity, Told 
They Are Fine, 


By a Washington Correspondent of 
the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, April 8.—Presi- 
dent Roosevelt assured Senator 
Harry 8S. Truman of Missouri, 
chairman of the Senate National 
Defense Investigation Committee 
today, that he was well satisfied 
with the committee’s efforts to 
find out what is wrong with the 
war effort and to offer remedies. 

Truman apparently was fearful 
that the committee's recent reports 
had been too critica] and might be 
interfering with prosecution of the 
war. After a half-hour conference 
with the President, he told report- 
ers that the President thought the 


reports were fine. 

Truman said: the two vacant 
Federal district judgeships had not 
been discussed during the confer- 
ence. He told reporters he had 
recommended only one man—for- 
mer Representative Richard M. 
Duncan of St. Joseph—for the 
judgeship several months ago. 

“That looks as though you're not 
very influential,” a reporter ob- 
served. 

“I haven't been for a long time,” 
Truman replied. “It looks as 
though the St, Louis Post-Dispatch 
and the Kansas City Star have 
more influence than I have.” 

Truman said his committee had 
funds to continue until the mid- 
dle of the summer and he thought 
it would have no difficulty in ob- 
taining more when needed.

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LABOR TURNOVER 
REDUGES OUTPUT 
OF SHIPYARDS 


Men Leaving Jobs at Rate 
11.2 Pct. a Month — 
Goal of 18 Million Tons 
May Not Be Reached. 


WASHINGTON, April 8 (AP).— 
The Maritime Commission asserts 
that shipyard labor turnover may 
cripple its 1943 shipbuilding pro- 
gram—with deepest cuts in con- 
struction of tankers, aircraft car- 
riers, troop transports and escort 
vessels. 

The commission said in an an- 
mouncement late yesterday a 
turnover averaging 11.2 per cent 
a month during the first quarter 
of this year had created a deficit 
of 71,078 workers in yards work- 
ing on its contracts. 

The program calls for 18 million 
deadweight tons of merchant-type 
vessels; and Rear Admiral Howard 
L. Vickery, in charge of the com- 
mission's shipbuilding, said to in- 
sure its completion by 1944 made 
it “imperative to reverse the cur- 
rent man-power trend.” 

Ships Most Seriously Affected. 

Vickery said the commission was 
receiving full co-operation from 
other Government agencies, ship- 
yard managements and organized 
labor, but, “unless the situation 
changes, the ships to be most se- 
riously affected will be tankers, 
aircraft carriers, troop transports 
and escort vessels because the 
greatest shortages appear in yards 
on such construction. 

“There is no need to stress the 
vital importance of such vessels, 
particularly escort vessels,” the 
statement added. “In addition, of 
course, is the increasing need for 
more and more Liberty ships as 
our forces must be supplied in 
ever-growing numbers in foreign 
lands.” 

Delivery of vessels built under 
the commission’s direction reached 
a rate of 18 million deadweight 
tons a year in March, but the 
commission pointed out that the 
man-power shortage would not be 
reflected immediately, since much 
of the work on vessels currently 
being delivered was performed in 
the previous quarter. In addition, 
the comimssion said, some cush- 
ion also will be provided by greater 
productive efficiency in the ship- 
yards. 

200,000 Replacements. 

During the first quarter, ship- 
yards holding commission con- 
tracts required more than 200,000 
workers to replace those separated 
from their payrolls. This turnover, 
plus an estimated 132,799 additional 
workers required because of the 
expanding program, brought total 
“intake” requirements to 333,695 
for the first quarter. Only 262,617 
workers were hired, leaving a defi- 
cit of 71,078. The Pacific Coast ac- 
counted for most of the deficit 


$900 LOBBY FENCE 
ANNOYS HUNDREDS 
IN COURT BUILDING 


72-Foot-Long Barrier Put Up 
to Guide Visitors to 
Ration Board. 


The new $900 oak fence that di- 
vides the lobby of the Civil Courts 
Building brought forth more mut- 
terings and protests today than 
any spite fence case tried in the 
courts. 

Hundreds of visitors, including 
many attorneys, condemned the 
fence, erected Tuesday, as a nuis- 
ance. Attaches explained it was 
erected in an effort to guide those 
going to the ninth-floor offices of 
the St. Louis Ration Board to the 
north bank of elevators and elimi- 
nate confusion that has existed in 
the lobby for some months. The 
south bank of elevators, it was ex- 
plained, should be used by attor- 
neys and others having business 
in the various court rooms in the 
building. 

“There have been many com- 
plaints from attorneys,” said Cir- 
cuit Judge Eugene J. Sartorius, 
“and I’m going to bring them to 
the attention of the other judges.” 

The principal complaint made to 
a Post-Dispatch reporter was that 
the fence, 72 feet long and about 
3% feet in height, was too long a 
barrier to get around if one found 
himself on the wrong side.

The Government made the 
point that the King’s regulations 
have to be amended or repealed 
and that if any action were taken 
it would be toward tightening up 
regulations, not relaxing them. 
That was enough to throw the pro- 
posal out by a vote of 195 to 33.

STEEL FREED BY WPB 
FOR 20 CIVILIAN ITEMS 


About 3000 Tons in Manufac- 
turers’ Inventories Will Be 
Released. 


WASHINGTON, April 8 (AP).— 
Easing its prohibition against use 
of steel for non-essential purposes, 
the War Production Board author- 
ized today limited manufacture of 
numerous civilian products con- 
taining metal. 


The order permits. manufac- 
turers to use their stocks of par- 
tially or wholly fabricated steel 
parts in the production of about 
20 items, ranging from luggage, 
to be sold only to Army post ex- 
changes and ship stores, to hair 
clamps, including decorative clips 
and fasteners. 

It was estimated that about 3000 
tons of steel, frozen for periods 
ranging from three to nine months 
in manufacturers’ hands, would be 
released. 

“These frozen inventories are 
being released because they con- 
sist only of a small tonnage of 
light-gauge steel, not satisfactorily 
usable in war production or for 


pores purposes,” WPB said, 
“Furthermore, an unreasonable 
hardship has been created for 
many small manufacturers who 
have been unable to liquiddte in- 
ventories by selling them for war 
production purposes or for scrap.” 


Products in which steel already 
processed may be used include the 
following: 


Millinery wire, beds (except 
spring frames), cold and warm-air 
registers, awning frames, frames 
for bags, purses and pocketbooks, 
linoleum binding, brushes, buckles 
for shoes, clothing and pocket- 
books, buttons for clothing, cloth- 
ing trim and dress ornaments, 
non-electric hair curlers, floor cov- 
ering trim, hat frames, mechanical 
book bindings and screen frames.

F chop suey is something your 
| tamuy likes, takes heart: You 

can make it without the usual 
rationed meat, rationed bean 
sprouts and other chop suey vege- 
tables. In fact shrimp chop suey 
is a good Chinese variety, and if 
making it with fresh rather than 
canned shrimp is a bit more trou- 
ble, it gives it a bit more flavor, 
too—and besides, fresh shrimp are 
not rationed. 

Use celery and onions for vege- 
tables, and the customary bean 
sprouts will not be missed at all. 
The only thing that can’t be dis- 
pensed with in making good chop 
suey is the soy sauce, which gives 
chop suey its typical color and 
tang of’ flavor. And you won't 
want to dispense with boiled rice 
as a foundation over which to 
serve the rich brown gravy. 

Shrimp Chop Suey. 

One cup sliced onions, two cups 
coarsely cut celery, one and.three- 
fourths cup boiling water, one 
pound fresh shrimp; two table 
spoons butter or other fat, three 
tablespoons flour (or more), cold 
water, one and one-half teaspoons 
bead molasses, one and one-half 
teaspoons salt, two teaspoons soy 
sauce, or to suit taste, 


Simmer onions and celery in the 
boiling water for 15 minutes, Light- 
ly saute the shrimp in the fat for 
the same length of time; then add 
shrimp (and fat) to the vegetables 
and simmer 15 minutes longer. 
Blend the flour with enough cold 
water to make a smooth, runny 
paste; add molasses and salt, and 
add to shrimp and vegetable mix- 
ture, stirring constantly until gravy 
is thickened. Stir in soy sauce and 
serve piping hot over hot, fluffy 
boiled rice. Four generous serv- 
ings.

with buttered side out and brown 
in hot skillet on both sides; raw 
apples, four tart eating apples; tea 
(for adults only), two teaspoons 
tea; milk (for children), two cups 
milk.

Shrimp chop suey, (see recipe 
above); boiled rice, one-half cup 
raw rice, two quarts boiling wa- 
ter, four teaspoons salt; shredded 
lettuce and spinach salad with 
French dressing, three cups shred- 
ded lettuce, one cup shredded raw 
spinach, one-half cup French 
dressing; bread and butter, eight 
slices rye bread, butter or margar- 
ine; peppermint stick rennet-cus- 
tard, crush one-eighth pound pep- 
permint stick candy (buy one-half 
pound, saving some for Sunday), 
and let stand in two cups milk for 
one hour; crush one rennet tablet, 
dissolve in one tablespoon cold wa- 
ter; turn peppermint-milk into top 
of double boiler and heat with con- 
stant stirring until candy is dis- 
solved and milk is just lukewarm; 
remove from heat, stir in dissolved 
rennet tablet, and pour quickly 
into four or five sherbet glasses or 
custard cups; let stand 10 minutes 
at room temperature; then chill be- 
fore serving; chocolate chip cook- 
ies, one pound bought chocolate 
chip cookies (use one-third); ce- 
real beverage or coffee, two tea- 
spoons cereal beverage or three ta- 
blespoons coffee; milk (for chil- 
dren), two cups milk.

Youthful Stars of Hit Play 


John Dall and Cyrilla Dorn Like Their Roles in 'The Eve of St. Mark.’

ANGY, boyish John Dall sat in 

the New York audience of 

“The Eve of St. Mark” one 
night last fall—as St. Louisans are 
doing at the American Theater 
this week—laughing as huskily as 
any other play-goer at the rough 
humor of stage soldiers, and with 
the same hint of mist in his earn- 
est. gray eyes when Pvt. Quizz 
West meets death squarely on Ba- 
taan. But his judgment of the 
play was not that of a Row E, 
center section theaterphile, content 
to file as memory an evening's en- 
tertainment. Nor was it that of 


a first night critic rushing off io © 


whet his adjectives on a typewrit- 
er in time for the morning edition, 
perhaps to acclaim the drama as 
“a kind of ‘Everyman’ in khaki” 
or as the most vivid war play of 
our time. 

His thoughts, not unemotional, 
were still workmanlike—those of a 
jockey yearning after a handsome 
horse he'd like to ride, or of a 
fledgling flyer with fingers nerv- 
ous for the stick of a powerful 
plane. 

“You couldn't possibly do any 
role in it,” the road show casting 
agent had told him. 

This rejection proved about as 
discouraging as a shot in the arm. 
John bought a copy of the script, 
read it feverishly, wrote to the late 
Lem Ward, its producer, insisting 
on an interview, 

Finally admitted to the shrine of 
the Olympians of casting, he tum- 
bled words at them in the nervous 
disorder of, grain cascading into 
a hopper.

West’s diamond rebid 
was normal and so was North's 
spade raise, The fact that South 
had bid two spades over one heart 
made North's Q-8-3 good support. 

The first constructive step 
toward the slam was taken by 
South when he cue bid the op- 
ponents’ diamond suit. This cue 
bid was of enormous value to 
North. The latter could now com- 
pletely discount his own weak- 
ness in diamonds, and not hav- 
ing to watch out for “duplication 
of values” (which would have 
been the case if North had held a 
high honor in diamonds) was now 
justified in making a cue bid on 
his own account. His four heart 
call resolved South's doubts about 
his low doubleton in that suit, and 
South now tested out the club sit- 
uation. The five club bid was the 
final link in the chain of informa- 
tion required by North. His own 
club support was such that he 
could count on filling South’s suit 
and now that such an excellent all- 
around fit had been discovered, a 
slam became an overwhelming 
probability. Acting on that judg- 
ment, North properly jumped from 
five clubs to six spades.

AST SUMMER I was sur- 
L prised to hear from the direc- 

tor of a large clinic that is 
devoted to digestive and nutri- 
tional disorders that he found de- 
ficiency disease more frequently 
in those in the upper income 
brackets than among those of 
moderate means. 

This experience is confirmed by 
a report from two Philadelphia 
physicians. They deliberately se- 
lected patients who were in the 
upper income group, gave them a 
questionnaire about their diet, had 
them take it home and put down 
what they ate at every meal and 
then return from week to week 
and have these questionnaires 
checked as to what materials they 
made their salad dressings with, 
the amount of sugar and cream 
they used in their coffee, and the 
like. 

The results are startling: 74 
per cent of the patients showed a 
deficiency in total food intake, 
some of them as much as 50 per 
cent. In only one particular kind 
of food did this group regularly 
show an excess intake and that 
was in the use of fats: 88 per cent 
of them got too much fat—on the 
average about 20 per cent too 
much. 

Thirty per cent of the patients 
took less protein than scientists 
believe is the proper ration.

I think it should be explained, 
however, that the vitamin defi- 


clency is calculated on a basis of 
the amounts they ought to have, 
a basis which I believe is theo- 
retical: in other words, one which 
I do not believe is sufficiently well- 
established scientifically to make 
this part of the report alarming. 

None of these patients were 
under medical supervision, and in 
spite of the fact that twenty of 
them were physicians, it must be 
concluded that ignorance was the 
cause of bad eating habits in most 
cases. It appears that even when 
people can afford to eat whatever 
they want, when they are not un- 
der direct medical supervision they 
leave out milk, eggs, whole-wheat 
and enriched grain products too 
frequently from their diet. 

This class tends to swing from 
being. overweight to a conscientious 
fear that they should diet. When 
you catch them doing their dieting, 
they take less than they need.
